Anti-LG BT 
incidents 
on the rise

nti-LGBT murder is occurring 
a less frequently, but attacks mo¬ 
tivated by sexual orientation are on 
the rise both nationally and locally, 
according to the annual report of the 
National Coalition of Anti-Violence 
Programs, released last Thursday, 
April 12 in San Francisco by Com¬ 
munity United Against Violence. 

The report covers the year 2000 
and shows not only a compilation of 
hate crime statistics in comparison to 
1999, but corresponding images in 
the media, such as Lenny, the “faggot” 
character introduced by World 
Championship Wrestling who wore 
pink trunks and body glitter and was 
consequently beaten to a pulp. 

Nationally, the report includes 
numbers from 11 anti-violence pro¬ 
grams. From this collection of data, 
anti-LGBT incidents increased by 8 
percent from the previous year, from 
1,992 to 2,151. Areas that saw a 
marked increase were Chicago (+5 
percent), Colorado (+66 percent), Los 
Angeles (+3 percent), Michigan (+26 
percent), Minnesota (+147 percent), 
New York (+5 percent), and San Fran¬ 
cisco (+7 percent). The number of of¬ 
fenders also grew, from 3,262 to 
3,344. 

The murder rate of anti-LGBT at¬ 
tacks fell 43 percent, although per¬ 
haps not for lack of trying: assaults 
with a weapon were up 11 percent, at¬ 
tempted assaults with a weapon rose 
28 percent, and assaults without a 
weapon grew by 4 percent. The 
weapons of choice? The use of rope 
and restraints grew by 200 percent, 
while the use of bricks, bottles, and 
rocks grew 53 percent. The use of 
knives and sharp objects rose 24 per¬ 
cent, and the use of vehicles rose by 
131 percent. Despite these figures, the 
report pointed out, the number of ex¬ 
ceptionally violent acts appeared to 
decrease, and the number of victims 
suffering serious injuries fell by 41 
percent.

S exy sells. Does it also kill? 

Against increasing controversy over 
upbeat outdoor advertising for 
HIV/AIDS drugs on city property, San Fran¬ 
cisco Board of Supervisors President Tom 
Ammiano is turning up the heat on pharma¬ 
ceutical companies to tone down their ads. 

One way to get their attention: a possible 
ban on such advertisements on city property. 

Ammiano told the Bay Area Reporter on 
Monday, April 16, that given the serious is¬ 
sues involved, he is prepared to move in that 
direction. 

Many prevention advocates and experts 
argue that drug companies are using ads that 
paint a rosy face on the ravages to the body 
from HIV/AIDS. In effect, they say, the firms 
are selling the disease to sell drugs. 

Ammiano, who chaired a hearing on di- 
rect-to-consumer HIV/AIDS drug advertise¬ 
ments last Thursday, April 12, said he was 
moving to get a quick response from phar¬ 
maceutical firms. 

“I haven’t gotten any direct responses,” 
Ammiano said. “I’ve heard from a New York 
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Longtime PWAs Hank Wilson, left, and Jeff Getty go the distance 
to get drug companies to change their ads for HIV/AIDS medica¬ 
tions at last week's Board of Supervisors committee hearing. 


TIC control battle

T enant activists rallied at City Hall last 
Thursday, April 12, to protest the 
scores of Ellis Act evictions that are 
forcing large numbers of people out of San 
Francisco and leaving the city devoid of cul¬ 
ture and teeming with homelessness and 
sport utility vehicles. 

Demonstrators unveiled a statistical 
analysis compiled by the San Francisco Ten¬ 
ants Union that showed 27 percent of the 
evicted are seniors, while children, the elder¬ 
ly, and disabled make up more than half of 
all such evictions. 

“It’s disturbing news to see that it’s the 
most vulnerable tenants being displaced,” 
said Ted Gullicksen, office manager of SFTU. 

Ellis Act evictions - which since 1998 have 
soared from 61 to 881 per year - usually re¬ 
sult in the elimination of what was once af¬ 


fordable housing; in other words, property 
bringing high rental income is rarely pulled 
off the rental market. The city has built just a 
fraction of the housing needed to replace 
what has been yanked from tenants, according 
to the report, which means that an entire class 
of people - long-term residents who actually 
built this city and made it desirable in the first 
place - can no longer stay here. The district 
with the most such evictions over the past few 
years is the Castro, according to the report, 
which shows District 8 with 23 percent of the 
1,233 Ellis Act evictions since 1999. District 5 
(the Haight) accounted for 21 percent of Ellis 
Act evictions, District 3 (Chinatown/North 
Beach) had 18 percent, and Districts 9 (the 
Mission) and 2 (the Marina) had 9 percent. 

At last week’s demo, Tommi Avicolli 
Mecca, of the Housing Rights Committee 
and the Castro Tenants Union, cited the high 
number of Ellis Act evictions in the Castro 
and pointedly called on Supervisor Mark

heats up 

Leno, whose District 8 includes the area, to 
support Supervisor Chris Daly’s pending leg¬ 
islation that advocates say would close the 
loopholes around condo conversions and 
tenancies-in-common. 

“One-quarter of the Ellis Act evictions are 
in District 8,” Avicolli Mecca said. “We call on 
Supervisor Mark Leno to sign on to the leg¬ 
islation. I say to you Mark Leno, if you’re lis¬ 
tening to us, sign on to the TIC legislation. 
We are watching you and we will watch how 
you vote on this important legislation.” 

District 8 tenant Phoebe Vernier, who is 
being evicted under the state Ellis Act after 
living for 13 years at her residence, also called 
on Leno to support the proposed legislation. 
“We’re not just another statistic, we are 
human beings,” Vernier said. “I voted for 
Mark Leno. We are all in his district and we 
need his support. The whole fabric of the city 
is being changed.”

Seeds of change at AIDS Memorial Grove

A s is often the case with the 
National AIDS Memorial 
Grove, there is some bad 
news, and then there is an effort to 
make the bad a little better. The 
grove both lost and gained an ex¬ 
ecutive director in the past couple 
of months, as Thom Weyand - 
who held the post for the past three 
years - took a permanent leave to 
tackle his illness, and Norman 
Robinson - the former executive 
director of a Santa Clara AIDS pro¬ 
gram - took over the reins. 

For Weyand, leaving the grove 
was tough, but a re-occurrence of 
lymphoma meant he had to de¬ 
vote his energies to getting well. 

“It was a difficult decision,” 
Weyand told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. “I deeply regret having to 
leave under these circumstances 
but at same time I recognize the 
need for my full attention to my 
own healing, and the need for the 
grove to get the best possible at¬ 
tention and service from its staff; 
it deserves nothing less.” 

Weyand said he plans to stay 
involved with the grove as much

as possible, but that may be limit¬ 
ed for a while. 

“I’d love to stay involved, al¬ 
though I’m not allowed to garden 
for two months because of the ex¬ 
posure to bacteria,” said Weyand. 

Weyand is now back from Los 
Angeles where he underwent 
high-dose chemotherapy and 
stem cell rescue for AIDS-related 
lymphoma. He is doing well but 
feels “about 20 years older.” 

The grove found Weyand’s re¬ 
placement in Robinson, who most 


recently served as interim execu¬ 
tive director for the San Jose State 
University Alumni Association, 
and before that headed up AIDS 
Resources, Information 8c Services 
(ARIS), Santa Clara’s largest AIDS 
prevention and support services 
agency. 

“I’m delighted I was able to 
come in and help out,” Robinson 
told the B.A.R. “I was looking for 
a new opportunity and I’m just 
thrilled to be back doing some¬ 
thing that has meaning for me and 
that I really believe in.” 

Robinson, 60, is a Peninsula 
resident who finds the commute 
to the city bearable simply be¬ 
cause of the work he does. The ex¬ 
ecutive director of the grove man¬ 
ages two full-time staffers, over¬ 
sees programs and construction 
projects in the grove, and is re¬ 
sponsible for development, 
fundraising, and the endowment. 

“What I really hope to do is be 
able to continue and finish what’s 
already been started,” said Robin¬ 
son. “I want to make it possible for 
the grove to be maintained in per¬ 
petuity so that people in future 
years can see the beauty and 
serenity of it.” T 
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First quarter report shows 
AIDS deaths up, cases down

I eaths from AIDS in San 
I Francisco rose but reported 
■ cases of the disease 


dropped this quarter compared 
with January to March 2000, the 
Department of Public Health’s 
quarterly report shows. 

In its quarterly AIDS surveil¬ 
lance report covering January- 
March 2001, DPH noted 81 
deaths in the past three months, 
compared with 62 in the year-ago 
period, or a 30.6 percent increase. 

But new cases reported totaled 
162, a 25 percent drop from the 
216 cases a year ago. 

Dr. Sandra Schwarcz, the AIDS 
surveillance unit director at DPH 
who compiled the report, pointed 
out in a statement to the Bay Area 
Reporter that delays in reporting 
cases average one to two months. 

Reporting delays for AIDS di¬ 
agnoses and deaths can skew the 
picture. Schwarcz said that the 
quarterly report thus also presents 
data by dates of diagnosis or 
death. 


Shift toward women 


Broken out by gender, there 
were 50 cases of AIDS diagnosed 
in the first quarter of this year 
among men, or 89.3 percent of 
total cases, versus five cases among 
women (8.9 percent). One trans¬ 
gender person was diagnosed (1.8 
percent). 

In January-March 2000, the di¬ 
agnosed case totals were men, 43 
(87.8 percent) and women, six 
(12.2 percent). 


Overall in 2000, there were 531 
cases diagnosed, 464 among men 
(87.4 percent), 57 among women 
(10.7 percent), and 10 among 
transgenders (1.9 percent), the 
DPH report said. 

Comparing the most recent 
complete annual figures, Schwarcz 
said researchers found that “al¬ 
though the number of new AIDS 
cases declined between 1999 and 
2000, the proportion of cases di¬ 
agnosed among women increased. 

“The HIV epidemic hit women 
later than men and so we expect 
to see an increase in women diag¬ 
nosed with AIDS relative to men. 

“Also,” Schwarcz added, “the 
proportion of women on HAART 
[highly active antiretroviral ther¬ 
apy] has been less than the pro¬ 
portion of men on HAART so 
there may also be some differences 
in progression from HIV to 
AIDS.” 

Ethnicity differences 

DPH’s breakdown of AIDS 
cases by race and ethnicity for this 
quarter compared with the year- 
ago quarter was: white, 32 versus 
27 (57.1 versus 55.1 percent); 
African American, 16 versus 13 
(28.6 versus 26.5 percent); Latino, 
four versus seven (7.1 versus 14.3 
percent); Asian/Pacific Islander, 
three versus two (5.4 versus 4.1 
percent); Native American, one 
versus zero (1.8 versus 0 percent). 

In terms of racial and ethnic 
differences, Schwarcz said, “There 
has been a decline in the propor¬ 
tion of AIDS cases among whites 
and an increase in the proportion 
among non-whites. This is also 


probably a reflection both of the 
HIV epidemic, where the first 
cases were among white men, as 
well as access to care and use of 
HAART. Note that we find less 
HAART use among African 
Americans but all other race/eth¬ 
nic groups are similar in HAART 
use to whites.” 

Cumulative cases 

Cumulative reported AIDS 
cases in San Francisco for the past 
20 years (July 1981 through 
March 2001) totaled 27,484. A 
year ago the figure was 26,823. 
Cumulative deaths went from 
18,225 in 2000 to 18,605 so far this 
year. 

The total number of people 
living with AIDS in San Francisco 
through last year was 8,879, the 
report noted. 

Schwarcz said, “What is most 
important is to note that San 
Francisco AIDS cases accounted 
for 23 percent of cumulative Cal¬ 
ifornia cases (120,802) and 4 per¬ 
cent of U.S. cases (753,907). That’s 
substantial if you compare the 
population size of San Francisco 
relative to the state and the coun¬ 
try. In terms of our trends in AIDS 
diagnoses and deaths, we see con¬ 
tinued declines in both.” 

She added that San Francisco 
has a higher case fatality com¬ 
pared with California and the en¬ 
tire country. “However,” she said, 
“this is most likely a reflection of 
more complete and timely report¬ 
ing of deaths. In our survival 
analyses we find that survival con¬ 
tinues to improve for persons with 
AIDS.” T

Director Spielberg quits Boy Scouts board

S§p he fallout over last year’s 
U.S. Supreme Court ruling 
1 allowing the Boy Scouts of 
America to discriminate against 
gays continued this week when 
Oscar-winning producer and di¬ 
rector Steven Spielberg said he is 
quitting his post on the BSA advi¬ 
sory board because the group ex¬ 
cludes gays. 

“The last few years in scouting 
have deeply saddened me to see 
the Boy Scouts of America active¬ 


ly and publicly participating in 
discrimination. It’s a real shame,” 
Spielberg said in a statement re¬ 
leased Monday, April 16. 

, Spielberg had been a member 
of the Boy Scouts advisory board 
for about 10 years, according to his 
publicist Marvin Levy. Although 
he was on the advisory board, 
Spielberg did not currently have 
an active role with the Scouts. 

“Once scouting fully opens its 
doors to all who desire the same 
experience that so fully enriched 
me as a young person, I will be 
happy to reconsider a role on the 


advisory board,” Spielberg added. 

Last June, in a divided 5-4 de¬ 
cision, the Supreme Court ruled 
that the Boy Scouts’ national pol¬ 
icy banning gay members and 
troop leaders is constitutional. 
The high court cited the right to 
freedom of association granted to 
private groups. 

Since the ruling, a number of 
cities, schools, churches, and com¬ 
panies across the country have 
severed ties or cut financial con¬ 
tributions to the Boy Scouts in 
light of their own anti-discrimi¬ 
nation policies. T

San Jose LGBT center 
celebrates 20 years 
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Task force issues recommendations 
to keep queer students safe

arassment. Substance 
| abuse. Violence. Suicide. 
LGBT youth are at a much 
greater risk for all of these, al¬ 
though former Assemblywoman 
and current state Senator Sheila 
Kuehl (D-Santa Monica) has at¬ 
tempted to change that. 

Kuehl’s AB537 - the legisla¬ 
tion that included sexual orien¬ 
tation and gender identity in 
school-wide non-discrimination 
codes - is officially in effect 
statewide, but may need some 
help when it comes to making 
schools aware of the concerns of 
queer students, and that’s where 
the AB537 Task Force comes in. 
The 36-member task force, es¬ 
tablished by state Superintendent 
of Public Instruction Delaine 
Eastin following the passage of 
AB537, last week announced 12 
recommendations for schools to 
adopt in order to ensure a safe 
learning environment for all its 
students. 

The recommendations ask 
schools to do the following: 

• Ensure that all school per¬ 
sonnel are informed of the pro¬ 
visions of AB537 and that all dis¬ 
trict and site personnel are 
trained in the law’s require¬ 
ments. Even bigoted principals 
will have to learn how to recog¬ 
nize their own breed of stupidity. 

• Develop and provide guid¬ 


ance for students about their 
rights and responsibilities as re¬ 
lated to AB537. Kids might not 
speak up if they are unaware that 
they do not deserve to be treated 
like poo. 

• Identify and use educational 
resources that combat discrimi¬ 
nation and hate. Teachers and 
administrators need all the help 
they can get when it comes to 
eliminating a societal ill from 
schools. 

• Integrate methods to moni¬ 
tor compliance with AB537 into 
existing educational compliance 
systems, and develop additional 
systems to support compliance. 
There are a variety of programs 
that hold schools accountable for 
what goes on within their walls, 
and they should make safety 
around gender and sexual orien¬ 
tation issues a priority. 

• Seek resources to develop a 
public information campaign to 
support awareness around 
AB537. Schools let Pepsi ads 
grace their scoreboards; they can 
surely find a way to get the word 
out that homophobia and trans¬ 
phobia isn’t cool. 

• Create a permanent advisory 
committee to review policy, legal 
compliance, training, resources, 
and data and to provide input on 
curricular standards revisions. As 
other programs change with the 
times, so too, should education 
around sexual orientation and 
gender identity issues. 


• Request additional resources 
from the Legislature for civil 
rights compliance and training 
related to AB537. We’ve all seen 
what gets approved with our tax 
dollars; now it’s time for some¬ 
thing with meat on its bones. 

• Acknowledge LGBT histori¬ 
cal figures, events, concepts, and 
issues. Stack the shelves with 


Heather Has Two Mommies and 
give a lesson about Harvey Milk; 
allowing kids to learn about im¬ 
portant historical events does 
not have to be a promotion of 
any particular sex act. 

• Charge the permanent advi¬ 
sory committee with the task of 
developing further recommen-

Public, group tours at LGBT center 
construction site to start Saturday

t’s hard hat time: the San Fran¬ 
cisco LGBT Community Cen¬ 
ter Project is offering public 
tours of its construction site at the 
corner of Market and Octavia 
streets.

“We want 
people from every neighborhood 
and every organization to come 
see, get excited, get involved, and 
contribute to their community 
center.” 

Center staff have been doing 
extensive outreach to generate in¬ 
terest in the first tour. They have 
contacted organizations including 
LGBT groups in various business¬ 
es, the Golden Gate Business As¬ 


sociation, the chamber of com¬ 
merce, the Hayes Valley Neighbor¬ 
hood Association, the Deaf Gay 
and Lesbian Center, and the San 
Francisco Planning and Urban As¬ 
sociation, among others. 

You don’t need to be affiliated 
with anything to join a tour. But 
everyone will be required to sign a 
liability waiver and wear a con¬ 
struction hard hat. There will be 
no construction at the site on 
April 21. 

“It’s everyone’s chance to put 
on a hard hat and help build our 
community,” Marshall said. T

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Dwarfed by power crisis 


T he energy crisis is an overwhelming 
distraction among state leaders, leav¬ 
ing little time for other equally im¬ 
portant legislative business. Instead of mak¬ 
ing difficult yet decisive decisions when they 
are needed, Governor Gray Davis has left 
legislators scrambling to figure out complex 
solutions to the problem at the expense of 
other issues. 

With the state paying an average of $73.2 
million a day for power, the state budget is 
being drained to the extent that there will 
be no reserve in a matter of months. Since 
the major utilities fell into debt several 
months ago, the state has spent $5.2 billion 
to keep the lights on - so far. Experts have 
warned that as summer approaches, rolling 
blackouts are likely, and should those start 
occurring on a regular basis, many busi¬ 
nesses will feel the pinch in lost sales and 
lost productivity. We have already seen the 
economic effects of the power crisis during 
brief rolling blackouts that struck the Bay 
Area in January and again last month. With 
the recent bankruptcy filing by Pacific Gas 
& Electric Company, the future for con¬ 
sumers and businesses in terms of electric 
rates is further clouded, as no one knows 
what will happen to the giant utility. 

Public education, once the cornerstone 
of Davis’s platform, has taken a back seat to 
the energy crisis. Ever since Davis became 
governor, improving California’s substan¬ 
dard public education system has been a 
primary goal. He wanted to be known as the 
governor who turned the state’s schools 
around. His ambitious plan included re¬ 
ducing class sizes, and increasing spending 
to retain teachers and improve learning. 

Another aspect of improving education, 
we believe, is implementing the recommen¬ 
dations made by a task force convened by 
state Superintendent of Public Instruction 
Delaine Eastin to study Assembly Bill 537, 
the California Student Safety Prevention Act 
of 2000 that was authored by Sheila Kuehl, 
an open lesbian who was in the Assembly 
and is now a state senator, and signed into 
law by Davis. Key in the law is the addition 
that all students and staff in public educa¬ 
tion facilities have the same right to a safe 
learning environment regardless of their 
sexual orientation or gender identity. 

While many of the recommendations 


don’t seem to cost a lot of money, others 
would involve legislative proposals to allocate 
funds for various proposals. Areas as basic as 
training for school employees in civil rights 
compliance and providing a permanent full¬ 
time staff position to assist school dis¬ 
tricts with AB 537 compliance re¬ 
quirements would require finan¬ 
cial resources. Improving school , 
curriculum to include the history 
of lesbian, gay, bisexual, and trans¬ 
gender figures would cost money, as 
it isn’t now in textbooks. 

As Eastin correctly emphasized last 
week, “This isn’t about sex. 

This is about preventing 
young people from being vic¬ 
tims. Lesbian, gay, bisexual, 
and transgendered students are at high risk. 
We must end that.” 

Gay students are pleased with the task 
force’s recommendations, which if imple¬ 
mented, would go a long way toward reduc¬ 
ing the taunting and name-calling that seem 
to be part of life for students. 

The problem is that Eastin’s task force like¬ 
ly will receive little attention from lawmakers 


as they continue to grapple with the power 
crisis, which has for several months dominat¬ 
ed the agenda. Even worse, the combination 
of the economic slowdown (which in turn de¬ 
creases the amount of incoming revenue to 
state coffers) and the state spending billions 
of dollars to buy electricity has left little 
money to fund anything else. 

The other part of the problem is 
that with legislators spending virtual¬ 
ly all of their time on issues related to 
energy, there isn’t much time for dis¬ 
cussion on the recommendations. 
i For now, at least, it looks like 
LGBT students will get short¬ 
changed. At a time when the 
state should be fully imple¬ 
menting AB537, there is now 
little, if any, money to make that happen. 
But LGBTQ kids aren’t the only ones affect¬ 
ed. Straight kids too could be learning ways 
to manage their teen angst without bullying 
and learning about the contributions LGBT 
people have made to society; most impor¬ 
tantly, they could be learning about how 
California’s diversity is its strength, not 
something to ridicule. T 




The redistricting mess

i n almost every state capital across the 
United States, a process is unfolding that 
will help determine the composition of 
the next Congress as well as your state legis¬ 
lature and, in many cases, your school board 
and city council. 

The process is secretive and, some would 
argue, arcane. Nonetheless, it will influence 
the amount of progress we in the gay, les¬ 
bian, bisexual, and transgender community 
are able to achieve in the coming decade. 

We’re talking about redistricting - the 
messy, political, and often partisan art of 
drawing new political boundaries to reflect 
population shifts. Redistricting takes place 
every 10 years, after the U.S. Census Bureau 
reports new population numbers to the 
states. 

Historically, people shut out of power - 
people of color, language minorities, recent 
immigrants - have been discriminated 
against in the redistricting process. Either 
“packed” into a single voting district or split 
into a number of districts, the result is an 
inability to gain effective political represen¬ 
tation. 

Political parties and incumbent politi¬ 
cians again this year will try to use the re¬ 
districting process to their advantage - and 
there is no reason why GLBT people and 
progressives of all stripes cannot do like¬ 
wise. 

But first, we must insert ourselves as a 
community into a process that was never in¬ 
tended to be open to us or easy to under¬ 
stand. Only when we participate fully in the 
political process can we expect to achieve 


the political power that is rightfully ours. 

The National Gay and Lesbian Task 
Force has issued a report entitled “Redis¬ 
tricting and the Gay, Lesbian, Bisexual and 
Transgender Community: A Strategy 
Memo.” This is meant to help local GLBT 
activists and our allies influence the redis¬ 
tricting process. 

You probably know the principle behind 
redistricting - one person, one vote. But you 
may wonder, what does this have to do 
with you? Consider one statistic: Be¬ 
cause of the number of revised con¬ 
gressional districts that will be 
drawn this year as well as the num¬ 
ber of retirements that will follow 
the redistricting process, between 
80 and 100 House seats are expect¬ 
ed to be competitive in the year 
2002 congressional elec¬ 
tions. 

Add to that the fact 
that the political party out 
of power picks up an average of several 
dozen seats during the first election follow¬ 
ing a change in political control of the 
White House, and you can see that the very 
real potential exists for a sea change in po¬ 
litical control of the U.S. House of Repre¬ 
sentatives. 

The new political lines that will be drawn 
are of paramount importance to the GLBT 
community as well as to people of color, re¬ 
cent immigrants to the U.S., and women. 
Will your new state and local districts be 
most likely to elect a conservative, a liberal, 
or a moderate? Will this elected official be 
someone who is friendly to progressive 
communities or hostile? Will the newly 
elected gay man or lesbian from your dis¬ 
trict find their incumbency threatened or 


will they find it easier to win re-election in 
their new district? 

NGLTF encourages GLBT activists to 
help create and maintain districts that will 
make city councils and school boards, state 
legislatures and the U.S. House of Repre¬ 
sentatives more representative of the racial, 
cultural, and gender diversity of the U.S. 
population. This is not only an ethical im¬ 
perative; it is in our self-interest. The fact is 
that elected officials who are women, people 
of color, and members of other underrep¬ 
resented populations traditionally have 
been among the GLBT community’s 
staunchest allies. Although there 
are exceptions to this rule, con¬ 
sider this statistic: of the 59 De¬ 
mocratic members of the Con¬ 
gressional Progressive Caucus, 
fully one half are black or 
Latino. 

So what can you do? 
The first step is to visit 
our Web site and download for free 
NGLTF’s redistricting memo. The URL is 
www.ngltf.org/downloads/redistrict.pdf. 

The next step is to get involved. Hook up 
with other activists in your community and 
find out what is happening to ensure a fair 
and open redistricting process. Work with 
allies wherever you can find them - and if 
you can’t find them, create your own. 

Right now, in state capital after state cap¬ 
ital, the process has begun. Too often we’re 
expected to color inside the lines. This time, 
let’s redraw them. T

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What’s Leno’s position? 

The Board of Supervisors is currently considering 
legislation to bring tenancies-in-common, more af¬ 
fectionately known as TICs, under the condo conver¬ 
sion law. This proposal to protect tenants has been 
unfairly criticized by opponents claiming that many 
gay San Franciscans would lose their chance at the 
American dream of home ownership. This criticism is 
not only unfair to the legislation, but actually the op¬ 
posite of what the legislation will do. As long as real 
estate speculators can evict tenants under the Ellis Act 
and sell off the units as de facto condos, they will con¬ 
tinue to jack up the prices of the housing market. 
These inflated prices make it less and less likely that 
any of us in San Francisco will ever own a home here; 
currently 90 percent of San Franciscans can’t afford 
to buy a place in the city. As much as I would like the 
security of owning a home and the luxury of reaping 
the financial benefits of doing so, I don’t want my 
dream to be realized on the backs of tenants who were 
evicted. When we go to open houses of nice, empty 
places in the city, do we know what family was just 
forced out of town? 

Clearly, the majority of the Supervisors support 
this legislation. Supervisor Mark Leno in District 8 is 
the only undecided voter. Given the importance of 
protecting gay men and women who rent apartments 
in the Castro and Noe Valley, I hope he’ll choose to 
support the proposal.

As Dr. Dilley said, “these well-intentioned public 
health officials would like to develop more accurate 
ways of tracking the HIV epidemic,” a statement we 
agree with. The tracking of anonymous test clients 
without their knowledge or consent is unethical and a 
violation of the contract between counselor and 
client. 

At the Berkeley Free Clinic, the AIDS Health Pro¬ 
ject, and at other test sites and outreach programs 
throughout the state, two of our primary concerns 
have been the comfort of our clients and the mainte¬ 
nance of their trust. This trust has been established 
over the years largely by the assurance of completely 
anonymous HIV testing and outreach services. We 
fear that the state’s new tracking policy will compro¬ 
mise this comfort and prevent honest communication 
with clients whose trust we have worked so hard to 
build and maintain. This trust is the basis for any suc¬ 
cess that an agency enjoys in harm reduction or out¬ 
reach to the community it serves. 

The state has chosen identifiers that can, in their 
own words, “enable linking anonymous counseling 
and testing information to other data sources,” and 
they have every intention of doing just that. Why has 
the state chosen a system that can be used to identify 
and track people into and through almost every com¬ 
puterized database in the country? Is it truthful to 
maintain that anonymous testing is still anonymous 
in California? Why does it fall on counselors and out¬ 
reach workers to warn clients not to answer specific 
questions if they wish to remain anonymous? Under 
this new system, anonymity is akin to playing the lot¬ 
tery. If you answer all the identifiers, demo¬ 
graphics, and other questions, your 
II chance of being truly anonymous sinks to 
nothing. The more identifiers you with¬ 
hold the better your odds of winning 
anonymity. So what are the stakes for 
which the state is gambling, and if they 
lose, who actually pays up? 

1 It’s great when the state reassures us 
with the considerable efforts they go to 
in protecting our identities; that’s what confidential 
testing is all about. Anonymous testing is when the 
client knows there is no way he or she can be identi¬ 
fied. At the moment, the state is promising to protect 
our clients’ identities. Such protections should be ir¬ 
relevant in anonymous testing, since no information 
identifying the client should be collected in the first 
place. As soon as client-identifying information is col¬ 
lected, the test becomes confidential. In an anony¬ 
mous test the client never has to wonder if they will be 
identified, because it is simply not possible. 

The AIDS Health Project has implemented a sys¬ 
tem that is a big step in the right direction. They have 
limited their goals to internally eliminating duplicate 
tests (people who test more than once) and studying 
patterns of behavior associated with test results, coun¬ 
seling, and risk factors so that they can truly track the 
epidemic and not track people.

Track epidemic, not people 

We would like to acknowledge the supportive let¬ 
ter from Dr. James Dilley and the AIDS Health Project 
addressing the crisis facing anonymous testing in Cal¬ 
ifornia [Mailstrom, April 12]. We of the Stop HIV5 
Committee at the Berkeley Free Clinic would like to 
thank Dr. Dilley and the UCSF AIDS Health Project, 
and to respond to our shared concerns on several 
counts. 

For those readers unaware of HIV5, it is a new pol¬ 
icy enabling the state of California to identify, and 
more inexcusably, track individuals who receive 
“anonymous” HIV testing or have contact with an 
outreach worker, by asking the client’s date of birth, 
first initials, sex, ZIP code, and other data, and enter¬ 
ing that information into local and statewide data¬ 
bases. These identifiers enable the linking of counsel¬ 
ing and testing information with other databases and 
thereby eliminate anonymity from “anonymous” test- 


I live near what I refer to as “crack alley” in San 
Francisco. The specific neighborhood doesn’t matter. 
There are, I’m sure, many such alleys in San Francis¬ 
co, Oakland, Los Angeles, New York, New Orleans, At¬ 
lanta, Chicago, and Detroit. Name a city and I’m cer¬ 
tain that it has at least one. I am writing to ask the 
support of your readers for the Treatment on De¬ 
mand Assistance Act. In California, 60 percent of drug 
treatment facilities that maintain a wait list (not all 
do) have an average of 23 people waiting for treat¬ 
ment. As an average, this number means that al¬ 
though some communities are meeting the demand 
for treatment, many more are falling far short of their 
population’s need for comprehensive drug treatment 
programs that are available to everyone, anyone, and 
anytime. This is evidenced by societal “ills” most of us 
don’t want to think about. The percentage of home¬ 
less people who are addicts, HIV infections linked to 
drug use, children born with developmental disabili¬ 
ties because of addicted moms, the huge numbers of 
women in prison because of drugs, and other day-to- 
day realities of real life survivors. Regardless of why 
they became addicted to their drug of choice, it does¬ 
n’t take a genius to see the connections behind many 
of our urban woes and hard core drug addiction - the 
kind that quite literally grips one’s body and soul - 
just look around. We are all affected by hard core drug 
abuse. 

While some drug users are not seeking treatment, 
many others are. When they take the courageous first 
step of asking for help, it should be available immedi¬ 
ately. For many, the fact that treatment isn’t readily 
available on demand means they may never get there. 
The logistics of contacting someone when space be¬ 
comes available is obviously complicated by home¬ 
lessness and transience. Furthermore - regardless of 
socioeconomic status - by the time space becomes 
available, they might have lost their nerve, job, home, 
or life. Nationwide, an estimated 2.8 million Ameri-

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cans are in need of treatment for drug addiction. 

Treatment on demand provides people immediate 
access to treatment at the time they decide to break 
the cycle of addiction. The Treatment on Demand As¬ 
sistance Act recently introduced by Senator Barbara 
Boxer would double the federal government’s fund¬ 
ing for drug treatment over five years to a total of $6 
billion by 2006, twice as much as current funding. 
Furthermore, states that pass legislation similar to 
California’s Proposition 36 which offers non-violent 
drug offenders a treatment alternative to prison, 
would qualify for special matching grants with which 
to pay for that treatment. 

I’m sure that many will criticize this legislation. I 
can imagine some of the oppositions, “I’m tired of my 
taxes supporting junkies.” “I want my tax cut.” or “It’s 
only a Band-Aid solution and doesn’t address the real 
problems.” But it’s a step. The Treatment on Demand 
Assistance Act is also far less expensive than the long 
term cost to our society, of drugs that are both phys¬ 
ically and psychologically destructive to those who 
abuse them long term. In this time of “compassion¬ 
ate conservatism” perhaps even the most right-wing 
Republican will recognize that helping those they 
might see as hopeless does in fact help us all. Repre¬ 
sentative Cal Dooley has introduced a companion bill 
in the House. Please phone supportive and/or con¬ 
structive comments to your senators and congres¬ 
sional representatives.

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Americans home 
safely; did Bush blink?

gf suspect that many of those 

watching the homecoming Sat- 
11 urday in Washington state of the 
24-member EP-3 crew of the 
downed American spy plane fought 
back a tear or two as the young 
Americans raced across the tarmac 
at Whidbey Island Naval Air Sta¬ 
tion into the arms of their loved 
ones. Everyone safely at home and 
no real harm done, right? Not ex¬ 
actly. The American plane is still sit¬ 
ting on Hainan Island off of China 
and the next time an American gets 
a close look at the plane it may be 
sitting in a museum in Beijing, 
stripped of all the sophisticated 
spy equipment that went 
into the hands of the Chi¬ 
nese government. 

All of the 24 Ameri¬ 
cans aboard the plane 
that was forced into a 
miraculous emergency 
landing on Chinese 
soil on April 1 
are now safely 
back home. No 
lives lost. As for 
cold war possibilities, they’re un¬ 
likely as long as we continue to pay 
upwards of $300 a pair for tennis 
shoes being made in China. To be 
sure, diplomatic relations between 
the two countries have been dam¬ 
aged somewhat, but trade rela¬ 
tions? Nope. Too damn much 
money to be made - on both sides. 
And who likes money better than 
Republicans? Although long before 
the spy plane incident, President 
George W. Bush was trying his 
best to appeal to the Republican 
right by suggesting he’d take a 
tougher line against China, the 
deeds - and words - during the 11 - 
day standoff suggest something 
quite different. 

Bush, Secretary of State Colin 
Powell, and ambassador to China 
Joseph Prueher managed to find 
the “magic” phrases necessary to 
satisfy the Chinese and get our de¬ 
tainees home, and it can probably 
be said that Bush never really 
“apologized” as the Chinese gov¬ 
ernment had demanded.

The Chinese had, of course, 
demanded a “full apology,” some 
kind of an admission that Ameri¬ 
ca actually caused the accident and 
shouldn’t have been spying at all in 
the seas off China. So, while China 
didn’t get what Bush and adminis¬ 
tration officials call an “apology,” 
they got the next best thing. 

After initially declaring that 
there would be nothing like a for¬ 
mal apology, Bush (correctly) 
seemed more intent on getting the 
24 Americans safely home, so 
Bush and Powell sent the Chinese 
two letters through the ambas¬ 
sador saying they were now “very 
sorry” not only for being involved 
in an air collision that resulted in 
the death of a Chinese pilot, but 
also “very sorry” for the American 
plane’s emergency landing on 
Hainan Island without Chinese 
permission. Diplomacy, to be sure, 
but it sounds like a bit of groveling 
as well. Remember it went from 
“regret” to “sorrow” to “sorry” to 
“very sorry.” It makes one wonder 
what happened to the hard-line 
Republican platform that Bush 
and Dick Cheney ran on last year 
while promising to bring “dignity” 


back to America’s foreign policy. Is 
this the stuff of the legacy of 
Ronald Reagan that Bush claims 
to be so proudly following? Can 

you say George McGovern?

Big Bucks? I don’t seriously 
worry that Dick and Lynne Che¬ 
ney will be forced to float a loan to 
George W. and Laura Bush any¬ 
time soon, but the Bush family in¬ 
come for 2000 was certainly 
dwarfed by that of the Cheneys. The 
Supreme Court-appointed leader of 
the free world and his wife reported 
a net taxable income of $744,682 for 
2000 - chump change compared to 
the gross income of $36 million the 
country’s second family re¬ 
ported (and that doesn’t 
include a sweet cash 
bonus of $1,451,398 
from Halliburton 
Company that Ch¬ 
eney received in Janu¬ 
ary, a payment that the 
veep will have to include 
in his 2001 tax 
return) How 
sweet it is. 

Here come 
Da Judge(s): There are currently 
89 vacancies on the federal bench 
and those right-wing Republicans 
in the U.S. Senate (such as Orrin 
Hatch) want no help from the 
American Bar Association in 
naming them. The GOP is seeking 
revenge for the 1987 Democratic- 
led rejection of Supreme Court 
nominee Robert Bork (four 
members of the ABA’s 15-member 
standing committee found Bork 
“not qualified”), so most Bush 
judges will no doubt look like 
those favored by the segregated 
preserve of the Jesse Helms 
crowd, unless the Democrats in 
the 50-50 Senate get off their butts 
and fight it out against Bush, 
Hatch, Attorney General John 
Ashcroft and their hand-picked 
judicial appointments. 

When Massachusetts swore in 
its lieutenant governor to the top 
job last week, Republican Jane 
Swift became the nation’s 
youngest and the country’s fifth 
female governor, but Swift, who’s 
pregnant with twins and was in¬ 
volved in a scandal around day 
care services for her other child 
some time ago, is not expected to 
seek a full term next year in the 
heavily Democratic state. 

California Controller Kath¬ 
leen Connell’s sorry fifth place 
finish in last week’s Los Angeles 
mayoral election all but finishes 
her as a Democratic gubernatori¬ 
al opponent to Gray Davis in the 
primary next March. 

Meanwhile, gay and lesbian ac¬ 
tivists from both parties are re¬ 
portedly lining up behind former 
Assembly Speaker Antonio Vil- 
laraigosa for the city’s June 5 may- 
oral runoff election; Villaraigosa’s 
gay and lesbian friends in San

Francisco can be expected to pitch 
in for him as well. Villaraigosa will 
face City Attorney Jim Hahn in 
the runoff; both are Democrats. 

San Francisco Superior Court 
Judge Lillian Sing, thought to be 
the front-runner to succeed As¬ 
semblyman Kevin Shelley in the 
12th Assembly District, has decid¬ 
ed against the race next year be¬ 
cause of health reasons. 

Scott Evertz, the openly gay 
Republican from Wisconsin who 
was appointed by George W. Bush 
to serve as the next director of the 
White House Office of National 
AIDS Policy, is already facing ex¬ 
pected opposition from the GOP 
right. Republican conservatives 
like Gary Bauer and William 
Bennett can be expected to op¬ 
pose this appointment. Evertz, a 
Roman Catholic, was an unsuc¬ 
cessful candidate for the Wiscon¬ 
sin state Legislature in 1994. He 
worked as a fundraiser in that 
state’s right to life campaign, and 
has been a fundraiser for non¬ 
profit organizations throughout 
his professional career. 

“I’m going to do w r hat I can to 
accommodate the needs of these 
families,” said U.S. Attorney Gen¬ 
eral John Ashcroft in Oklahoma 
last week, as he signaled that he 
will allow survivors of the Okla¬ 
homa City bombing and victims’ 
relatives to witness the May 16 ex¬ 
ecution of the convicted bomber, 
Timothy McVeigh, via closed- 
circuit television in Oklahoma 
City. Heck, why not let a national 
network (Fox would jump at this 
one) broadcast the execution, as 
McVeigh himself proposed? I’d 
pay to watch McVeigh, convicted 
of the worst domestic terrorism 
act in U.S. history, be put to death. 

Okay, to my faithful, longtime 
readers (particularly you, Ron, of 
Reflections on Polk), this is my 
very last word on the subject; I re¬ 
alize some of those Florida news¬ 
papers are now smugly proclaim¬ 
ing that Bush did indeed win that 
state despite all the lingering evi¬ 
dence that the Bush brothers stole 
the state. Whether or not Bush 
could have taken Florida without 
the help of a 5-4 gift from the U. S. 
Supreme Court is not even the 
most disturbing issue of the Flori¬ 
da debacle.

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Tail tales of the 
truly transgendered

ack in elementary school, 

there was a lot of peer pres- 
SyT sure to be very clearly one 
of two genders. Growing up as a 
boy, it was drilled into me by my 
classmates that one could not, 
should not, run or throw “like 
a girl.” Even how one crossed 
their legs came under 
scrutiny. 

Yet, sandwiched be¬ 
tween this push for gen¬ 
der purity came a num¬ 
ber of curious 
myths. Things 
such as “if you 
kiss your elbow, 
you will turn into a girl,” or “if you 
say the Lord’s prayer backwards, 
you will become a boy.” I got a 
sore arm on more than one occa¬ 
sion, and I’ve got more than a 
couple friends who also 
struggled to kiss their 
elbow, and 
learned quite a 
few prayers in 
reverse. 

For that mat¬ 
ter, every night be¬ 
fore going to sleep, 

I would say a 
quick prayer. 

While I don’t re¬ 
call exactly what 
I used to say, I 
know that I would 
end it with a request to wake 
up the next day as a girl. I 
suppose one could say 
that my prayer was an¬ 
swered, just a couple 
decades later than I had 
hoped. 

But all these myths and rituals 
go back much further than the 
playgrounds I grew up on. 

An Eastern European belief 
dating back to at least the Middle 
Ages says that crossing under a 
rainbow will cause one’s gender to 
change. I’ll leave one to ponder 
what Dorothy may have really 
been asking for from the Wizard 
of Oz. 

Indeed, mythology is rife with 
tales of a transgendered nature, 
from Hermaphrodites’s intersexu¬ 
ality caused by the love of a water 
nymph and the magic of her 
fountain, to Jesus Christ telling his 
followers - in the apocryphal 
Gospel of Thomas - that one can 
only enter the kingdom of Heav¬ 
en, “when you make male and fe¬ 
male into a single one, so that the 
male will not be male nor the fe¬ 
male be female.” 

Even the super-macho Her¬ 
cules took on women’s vestments 
during his trials, a tale missing 
from that extra-cute Disney ver¬ 



sion. It might have made it a bet¬ 
ter film. 

Many mythical beings and 
beasts are presented as a mixture 
of gender and sexes. The sphinx is 
portrayed as either male or fe¬ 
male, or a combination of both. 
Angels, likewise, are often present¬ 
ed as a mixture of male and fe¬ 
male, or as something be¬ 
yond the earthly concepts 
of gender and sex. 

On that last note, one 
cannot ignore the num¬ 
ber of gender-variant 
deities, from the Great 
Goddess Cybele 
to Shiva’s trans¬ 
gendered 
child/self, Ard- 

hanarishvara. 

And, as others like Leslie Fein- 
berg have pointed out, the 
shamans of many past and present 
cultures have been individuals ex¬ 
isting outside 
of stan¬ 
dard¬ 



ized gender 
manifestations. 

All of this long and varied 
transgendered mythology brings a 
few questions to my mind. For 
one, I have to ponder why so 
much energy is spent on declaring 
there to only be two clear-cut gen¬ 
ders in a world where so much be¬ 
lief has been attached to those 
who cross that binary. 

Perhaps what makes tran¬ 
scending gender so spiritually sig¬ 
nificant in all these myths is the 
firm belief that gender is firm and 
not to be crossed. The very power 
to look beyond choice “A” and “B” 
causes one to be divine. 

The best description of this I 
have ever seen is in Jan Morris’s 
book Conundrum, where she 
speaks of her experiences before 
genital reassignment surgery, 
comparing herself to the half¬ 
male, half-female chimera, an “ob¬ 
ject of wonder even to myself.” It 
sets up the most valuable para¬ 
graph in her entire book. 


It also sets up a Catch-22, 
where if one were to deconstruct 
the “either/or” mentality, then 
going beyond that binary loses its 
importance. And it seems that 
there must be some importance to 
it, given that there are so many 
myths, and such a strong desire by 
many to preserve a gender binary. 

At the very least, it must point 
to a level of extreme curiosity as to 
how the other half lives. I’m not 
sure how that ends up working 
out, but I do wonder how much of 
this mythological reverence for 
gender change can be reframed as 
some simple form of awe and cu¬ 
riosity. 

But somewhere along the way, 
something changed. Gender con¬ 
formity is still encouraged, but 
those who transcend gender are 
only revered on the pages of some 
of the sleazier Web sites. The cu¬ 
riosity remains - we have to ac¬ 
count for Jerry Springer’s ratings 
somehow - but the interest in 
trans presentation is some¬ 
thing to be downplayed 
and disavowed at all 
costs. 

We even see vari¬ 
ants of this in trans 
circles. Those who 
aren’t opting to be 
perfectly norma¬ 
tive men or 
woman are dis¬ 
missed as freaks, and are consid¬ 
ered less important than those 
who are striving to be as “real” 
as possible - proudly cross- 
gendered sphinx need 
not apply. Reversed 
prayers have given 
way to surgeons and 
standards. It’s that 
e smith schoolyard of my youth all 
over again. 

Perhaps what these myths - as 
well as the desire to preserve a 
strong binary - are really pointing 
to is some human doubt of the 
permanence of gender. Maybe on 
some level we recognize that gen¬ 
der might well be made of gos¬ 
samer and faerie dust, rather than 
much stronger stuff. Indeed, per¬ 
haps the existence of this “binary 
gender” is the biggest myth of all. 

Maybe we need not go through 
the trouble of kissing our elbows 
to reach into our own transgen¬ 
dered divinity, but need only look 
beyond something as simple as 
“throwing like a girl.” ▼

sence of any reference to gays, les¬ 
bians, or the fight against bigotry 
and hatred during his January ad¬ 
dress to Congress. Gunderson: “I 
don’t need Bush to mention gays 
and lesbians any more than he 
mentions African Americans, His- 
panics, women, the disabled, farm¬ 
ers, or any other segment of our 


diverse society. But if he mentions 
them, he should also mention gays 
and lesbians. As he advocates in¬ 
creases in medical research to fight 
cancer, he should also mention the 
fight against HIV/AIDS. When he 
calls for justice to fight racism and 
racial profiling, he should also call 
for justice to fight hate crimes and 
job discrimination. He should do 
so not in ways that politically pan¬ 
der to our group, but he do should 
do so because a president’s words 
matter; they will especially matter 
to Republican lawmakers who pre¬ 
fer the good attitudes of a nation’s 
people over the legislative acts of 
its government.”

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Defying left and right

R eligious conservatives in¬ 
stinctively understand the 
damage George W. Bush is 
inflicting on the dying and dis¬ 
credited anti-gay aspects of their 
world-view. By appointing Scott 
Evertz, an openly gay man, to 
head the White House Office of 
National AIDS Policy, Bush has 
crossed an important political and 
cultural threshold. Incredibly, 
some gay leaders and writers - 
who once predicted Bush 
would never hire an open¬ 
ly gay person - have 
missed the significance 
of this moment. 

Just as it took a scion of 
wealth to bring us a 
New Deal, a South¬ 
erner to end segrega¬ 
tion, an ardent anti¬ 
communist to open diplomatic 
relations with China, and a De¬ 
mocrat to end welfare as we knew 
it, it will take a conservative Re¬ 
publican to cement the gains 
made by the gay civil rights move¬ 
ment over the years. Bush’s action 
both reflects and reinforces the 
emerging national consensus that 
gays should have an equal place in 
the life of the nation. 

Evertz becomes the first open¬ 
ly gay person ever appointed by a 
Republican president. He also be¬ 
comes the first gay person to lead 
the federal AIDS office. Either of 
these alone would be significant; 
together, they are a watershed. 

The appointment not only 
proves Bush’s oft-professed will¬ 
ingness to hire people regardless 
of sexual orientation, but it also 
signals the importance he places 
on combating AIDS. Just before 
the Evertz appointment, Vice 
President Dick Cheney said on 
NBC’s Meet the Press that AIDS is 
a national security issue. When 
Republicans call something a mat¬ 
ter of national security, you know 
we mean business. 

Evertz will report directly to 
Margaret La Montagne, Bush’s 
domestic policy adviser, which 
means he will have access to the 
highest levels of decision-making 
in the White House. He will also 
be part of a task force of heavy- 
hitters - including Secretary of 


State Colin Powell and gay-friend¬ 
ly Secretary of Health and Human 
Services Tommy Thompson - 
who will address the long-ignored 
international aspects of the AIDS 
epidemic. 

It’s instructive to review the re¬ 
action of some gay politicos who 
toiled mightily to find fault with 
Bush despite the appointment. 
The National Gay and Lesbian 
Task Force, the organizational em¬ 
bodiment of the gay left in Wash¬ 
ington, conceded it was “an his¬ 
toric, positive step,” but de¬ 
voted more than half of 
its press release on the 
subject to criticism of 
Bush’s proposed budget 
freezing or barely increasing 
some elements of federal 
AIDS funding. This 
reaction was pre¬ 
dictable. 

Far more disap¬ 
pointing was the response of the 
Human Rights Campaign, usual¬ 
ly a more sensible and centrist 
voice for gays in Washington. 
HRC spokesperson David Smith 
pooh-poohed the appointment of 
Evertz, comparing it with the 152 
openly gay appointees under Bill 
Clinton. 

Yet none of the Clinton ap¬ 
pointees served in a position more 
critical to gays than the one Evertz 
will hold. Few, if any, of Clinton’s 
gay appointees had the direct ac¬ 
cess to the White House that 
Evertz will have. Personally, I’d 
rather have one openly gay person 
serving as the AIDS czar than a 
hundred appointees under Clin¬ 
ton, the most important of whom 
labored over patents, housing, and 
relations with the Grand Duchy of 
Luxembourg. 

The most tortured reaction 
from the left criticized the ap¬ 
pointment because it supposedly 
represents - I love this - identity 
politics. Thus, Queer in America 
author Michelangelo Signorile, 
whose career has skillfully exploit¬ 
ed identity politics, has suddenly 
found Jesus on the issue: “[T]here 
are pitfalls and limitations to 
identity-based politics,” he an¬ 
nounced in a column, “and we’re 
about to find out the hard way.” 

Similarly, a board member for 
the Milwaukee gay community 
center worried the appointment 


would reinforce stereotypes about 
gay men: “I almost would have 
rather heard that a woman was 
heading [the AIDS office].” 

Never mind that many of the 
country’s top experts on AIDS are 
gay men (who are still dispropor¬ 
tionately afflicted by the disease) 
and that not one of Clinton’s three 
appointees to the position was 
gay. For people like Signorile, 
Bush is damned if he does and 
damned if he doesn’t. 

Religious conservatives have a 
far better grasp of what’s happen¬ 
ing now on gay issues in the GOP. 
They were furious at news of the 
Evertz appointment and became 
downright apoplectic when it was 
learned, just days later, that Secre¬ 
tary of Defense Donald Rumsfeld 
had hired another openly gay man 
to screen applicants for jobs in the 
Defense Department. 

James Dobson, an influential 
evangelical leader, charged that 
Bush is “creating confusion and 
frustration for millions of pro- 
family, social conservatives.” The 
Family Research Council com¬ 
plained that the appointment 
“sends the wrong message [about 
homosexuality] to the American 
people.” Lou Sheldon of the Tra¬ 
ditional Values Coalition indicted 
the Bush administration for being 
“absolutely disloyal” to religious 
conservatives and for “stabfbing] 
us in the back.” Robert Knight, on 
behalf of Concerned Women for 
America, accused Bush of “ad¬ 
vancing the homosexual agenda 
through appointments.” 

The most noteworthy reaction 
on the right came from Republi¬ 
can leaders in Congress, who said 
... nothing. Knee-jerk homo¬ 
phobes in the GOP today, like 
hold-out segregationist Democ¬ 
rats in the 1960s, are increasingly 
isolated politically. 

When the history of the gay 
civil rights movement is written, 
the spring of 2001 will mark an 
important season of consolida¬ 
tion. It was then, the history will 
say, that a Republican president fi¬ 
nally had the courage to defy the 
anti-gay rogues in his own party. 
Though such progress is re¬ 
versible, Bush, cautiously but per¬ 
ceptibly, is truly “advancing the 
homosexual agenda,” which is, 
after all, about nothing more than 
equality. ▼

race and/or ethnicity, most were 
white. Of the victims identified by 
gender and sexual orientation, 
most were gay men, with lesbians 
placing second, and transgenders 
coming in third. In short, no one 
group was immune to systemic vi¬ 
olence. 

SF stats 

Statistics for San Francisco 
show similarly disturbing trends, 
like a 400 percent increase in at¬ 
tacks involving 10 or more of¬ 
fenders, and a 35 percent increase 
in the use of weapons during anti- 
LGBT assaults. Incidents where 
landlords or neighbors were the 
perpetrators grew by 300 percent, 
and 70 percent of all incidents in¬ 
volved ongoing harassment and 
intimidation. In half of the inci¬ 
dents against transgenders, the 
perpetrators were police officers. 
Overall, More LGBT people were 
assaulted in San Francisco in 2000 
than any year since 1996. Attacks 
also increased in the greater Bay 
Area, a trend CUAV blames on the 
continuing gentrification of San 
Francisco; while wealthy real es- 
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tate forces may defend evictions, 
they can’t call them pro-gay if it 
means gays and lesbians are forced 
outside the city to become easier 
targets for attacks. 

Specific incidents reported in 
San Francisco totaled 271 for the 
year 2000; remember, this number 
only includes what people have re¬ 
ported, a conservative estimate at 
best. Of these incidents, 65 oc¬ 
curred in the Tenderloin. The 
Mission and South of Market ac¬ 
counted for 42 incidents each. The 
Castro ran fourth in popularity 
for gay bashing, with 26 incidents. 
Hayes Valley and Western Addi¬ 
tion had 21 incidents, and the 
Haight and the Polk each had 11 
such reports. Most of these inci¬ 
dents - 145 of them - were as¬ 
saults, and most of these assaults 
- 138 of them - did not involve 
weapons. However, the use of 
weapons during assaults increased 
by 33 percent, for a total of 42 in¬ 
cidents. 

Local recommendations, ac¬ 
cording to CUAV, include the fol¬ 
lowing: programs to combat homo¬ 
phobia and transphobia in the 
schools; police training around gen¬ 
der identity issues; and the elimina¬ 
tion of the “homosexual panic” de¬ 
fense from courtrooms. T

and Castro. When they arrived, 
they found the 45-year-old victim 
on the ground with a syringe 
stuck in his neck. Emergency per¬ 
sonnel tried to revive him, but the 
man was pronounced dead at the 
scene. Friends told responding 
police officers that the victim had 


been drinking all day and had 
gone into the bathroom to 
shoot some heroin with 
three other people. The 
group left the man in¬ 
side after he “nodded 
off.” After about an 
hour, a passing citizen 
discovered him and 
called 911. 

Reacquainted 

200 block of Di¬ 
amond, April 9, 

12:30 a.m.: A man walking on Di- 
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amond Street near 18th stopped 
to say hello to a man sitting on 
some stairs. Without 
provocation, the man 
ran down the stairs 
and attacked the vic¬ 
tim, calling him “fag¬ 
got” and kicking him 
several times. The vic¬ 
tim reached for his 
cell phone and di¬ 
aled 911, prompt¬ 
ing the suspect to 
flee southbound 
on Diamond Street. Responding 
officers found the assailant walk¬ 
ing near 19th and Castro and 
placed him under arrest. A com¬ 
puter check revealed the 32-year- 
old suspect had five outstanding 
warrants for his arrest. The man 
was taken to Mission Station and 
booked accordingly. Bail was set at 
$40,000. 

Cover up 

Castro at 19th, April 14, noon: 
A man who had double parked on 
Castro Street was about to pull 
into traffic when a van trying to 
parallel park scraped the passen¬ 
ger side of his car. The man got 
out and confronted the van driver, 
who offered some expensive rugs 
in lieu of payment for the damage 
to his car. The suspect opened the 
back of his van and showed the 
driver numerous oriental rugs 
which he said were stolen, telling 
him to pick a few. The man de¬ 
clined the offer and called 911 on 
his cell phone, telling the suspect 
he was only calling Triple-A. The 
suspect became suspicious and 
started walking northbound on 
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Castro, leaving his van at the 
scene. Responding officers 
searched the area but were unable 
to find the suspect. Inside the van 
they found 12 rugs and a rental 
agreement with Avis. The van was 
towed from the scene and held for 
further investigation.

Twists continue in 
mauling case; 
benefit for Whipple 
foundation Sunday

A s the investigation into the 
dog mauling of Diane 
Whipple continues in a 
string of unexpected twists and 
turns, Whipple’s friends and sup¬ 
porters are rallying support in her 
memory. 

A benefit concert hosted by 
Three Hour Tour is scheduled for 
this Sunday, April 22, to help raise 
money in support of the Diane 
Alexis Whipple Foundation. It be¬ 
gins at 2:30 p.m. and will be held 
at Kimo’s Nightclub at Polk and 
Pine streets. 

The $5 admission fee goes di¬ 
rectly to the foundation. Organiz¬ 
ers say larger donations will be ap¬ 
preciated and envelopes will be 
provided for those who prefer to 
send a check in later. 

Whipple’s family and her part¬ 
ner, Sharon Smith, direct the 
foundation. They plan to spend 
the foundation money to support 
school athletics, something that 
had been a passion of Whipple’s, 
who was the head coach for St. 
Mary’s College lacrosse team. 
Whipple’s mother, Pamela Whip- 
ple-Kelly, told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that she would also like to 
see some of the foundation’s 
money be used to support efforts 
to improve laws against dangerous 
animals so that a similar tragedy 
could be prevented. 

Meanwhile, the surprises con¬ 
tinue in the case against Robert 
Noel and Marjorie Knoller, the 
caretakers of the two dogs involved 
in the deadly January 26 attack. 

Last week, George Walker, the 
well-respected attorney who had 
been representing Noel and 
Knoller, announced he was leav¬ 
ing the case because it would have 
been too costly to investigate. The 
case was turned over to the San 
Francisco Public Defender’s office. 

News for the attorney couple 
only went downhill from there. 

Moving trucks showed up last 
Thursday to clear out their apart¬ 
ment. The couple had been threat¬ 
ened with eviction for failing to

pay rent. While still in jail, they de¬ 
cided to move out rather than fight 
to stay in the building, the scene of 
the horrific attack on Whipple. 

Apparently, little love is lost be¬ 
tween the couple and other tenants 
in the building. San Francisco Police 
confirmed last week that Knoller’s 
car continues to be vandalized while 
it remains parked in the building’s 
garage. Damage includes spray 
paint and flattened tires. 

Hopes that the couple had of 
coming up with their combined 
bail of $3 million stalled last week. 
The owner of a San Jose bail 
bonds company told reporters he 
planned on bailing the couple out 
but he was waiting for approval 
from his insurance company. 

The couple appeared briefly in 
court last Friday for an arraign¬ 
ment that was attended by Smith 
and other Whipple supporters, in¬ 
cluding some members of Whip¬ 
ple’s lacrosse team. The arraign¬ 
ment was postponed until April 
25 at the request of the couple’s 
new lawyer who said she needed 
more time to go over the stacks of 
documents related to the case. ▼

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Frank, Matsui voice post-election 
concerns in Sacramento 


Congressmen fear Democrats may become'permanent minority part /

A t a luncheon sponsored by 
the California Capitol Po¬ 
litical Action Committee at 
Sacramento’s Radisson Hotel 
April 10, Congressmen Barney 
Frank (D-Massachusetts) and 
Robert Matsui (D-California), 
warned the LGBT community 
that the loss of the White House 
and current lack of discipline by 
ranking House and Senate De¬ 
mocrats may lead the party into a 
permanent minority status in 
Washington, D.C. 

Frank’s harshest criticism was 
directed at Democratic leaders for 
what he called “a lack of fire in the 
belly” during last year’s election. 
“The Republicans just wanted it 
more,” said Frank. Matsui con¬ 
curred, citing the well organized 
Republican mobs sent down by 
the Republican National Commit¬ 
tee from Washington to Florida to 
create the image of an uprising on 
national television. “There was 
nothing like that from the Demo¬ 
cratic camp,” Matsui said. 

Matsui, a Sacramento repre¬ 
sentative, agreed with Frank’s as¬ 
sessment of a “lack of fire” within 
Democratic ranks, saying the 
2002 congressional elections will 
be tough for the Democrats. “Re¬ 
publicans seem to want to be in 
charge more than we do. I’m con¬ 
cerned about whether or not we 
will become a permanent minor¬ 
ity party, psychologically.” 

Although Frank didn’t men¬ 
tion House Minority Leader Dick 
Gephardt or Senate Minority 
Leader Tom Daschle by name, he 
complained that “the current De¬ 
mocratic leaders impose no disci¬ 
pline” on the Hill when votes are 
cast. “You can be sure that [Re¬ 
publican Congressman Tom] De 
Lay and Senator [Trent] Lott im¬ 
pose discipline,” he said. 

The two lawmakers explained 
that despite an evenly divided 
Senate and a closely divided

House, “the Republican majori¬ 
ties mean they control every com¬ 
mittee and the national agenda,” 
said Matsui. As a result, the De¬ 
mocrats have little influence in 
the nation’s capital. 

When asked by an audience 
member what he thought of the 
Log Cabin Republicans, Frank 
replied, “I think they legitimize 
right-wing organizations and 
help put those who will never 
vote with them in power. Ulti¬ 
mately, Log Cabin Republicans 
are self-defeating.” 

Gays should be partisan 

Frank used the Log Cabin 
issue to question CCPAC’s stance 
as a nonpartisan organization. 
Frank said it was all right to look 
at things in a nonpartisan way, 
but the congressman felt it is a be¬ 
trayal for gays and lesbians not to 
support the Democratic Party just 
because some Republicans no 
longer officially oppose equal 
rights for gays and lesbians. “It’s 
true Republicans, in their nation¬ 
al party platform, don’t gay-bash 
anymore, and that’s a hopeful 
sign,” said Frank. “But if you ask 
me whether or not a certain elect¬ 
ed official is supportive of our 
community, I’ll ask you which

party they’re with. If they’re a De¬ 
mocrat there’s a 98 percent 
chance they vote with us; if 
they’re Republican, the reverse is 
true.” 

Frank said that while Republi¬ 
cans don’t attack gays as openly 
anymore, they still work behind 
the scenes to prevent gay issues 
from reaching the floor. “We 
could pass ENDA [Employment 
Non-discrimination Act] and 
hate crimes legislation today if 
they came up for a vote, but 
DeLay won’t let that happen and 
hasn’t let it happen for two years,” 
he said. 

“What’s happened so far does¬ 
n’t support nonpartisanship” 
from the gay and lesbian commu¬ 
nity, noted Frank. “I urge parti¬ 
sanship right now. Hopefully it 
will just be a temporary measure. 
We have a right in this country 
today to be intolerant of intoler¬ 
ance.” Frank, who believes the Re¬ 
publican Party is still intolerant of 
homosexuals, said that to support 
any Republican now is to essen¬ 
tially be bought for too cheap a 
price. “John McCain, by the way, 
has a zero voting record on LGBT 
issues which makes it funny that 
Bush gay-baited him during the 
campaign.” 

Frank also reminded the audi¬ 
ence that Bush is no friend of hate 
crimes legislation. During the 


election, Bush was feeling heat for 
not supporting a Texas hate 
crimes bill following the drag¬ 
ging-death of an African Ameri¬ 
can, James Byrd, by white su¬ 
premacists in that state. “The 
Bush people approached the Byrd 
family and offered to support leg¬ 
islation that included race but ex¬ 
cluded sexual orientation. To 
their great credit, the Byrd family 
said ‘no,’” explained Frank. 

“He’s not stupid,” said Frank 
of the new president, “he’s just 
uninformed. And that’s because it 
appears he’s amazingly uninter¬ 
ested in the issues.” Frank believes 
that Bush is convinced his father’s 
loss to Bill Clinton was the result 
of a right-wing revolt in the Re¬ 
publican Party. Because of this, 
“the right wing wins every de¬ 
bate” within the current adminis¬ 
tration, he said. 

The debate over Bush’s current 
budget, said Frank, “is not about a 
fight over people’s needs versus 
public needs. There clearly is a 
need to address both. But what 
the Bush budget will do is deny us 
the ability to work together to 
solve issues that affect us all.” 

Frank also believes that the 
Bush White House is playing pol¬ 
itics with California’s energy cri¬ 
sis, and may actually be pleased 
with the state’s energy problems. 
“First, it really does damage your 


Democratic governor, according 
to the latest polls,” said Frank. 
“Second, he really wants to open 
up Alaska to further oil and gas 
production. It makes sense from 
his perspective to do what he’s 
doing.” Frank added that there ex¬ 
ists a federal mandate requiring 
federal regulators to “ensure that 
only reasonable profits are made” 
by utility companies. Bush has 
apparently chosen not to enforce 
that at this time, he said. 

Earlier during the program, 
Frank said that gay and lesbian 
Americans must be concerned 
not just for issues affecting their 
community, but for everyone. 
“Shame on us if we don’t stand up 
against discrimination in any 
form,” Frank said, explaining that 
the best voting record for gay and 
lesbian rights measures consis¬ 
tently comes from the Congres¬ 
sional Black Caucus. Frank added 
that, “no moral case can be made 
that pushes for drugs for AIDS 
and not for other diseases.” 

Matsui also implored the non¬ 
partisan group not to hold De¬ 
mocrats and Republicans to sepa¬ 
rate standards. “You’d hold me ac¬ 
countable, and you should, if I 
were to vote against [a bill sup¬ 
porting LGBT rights]. Why 
should someone right or right-of- 
center get a free pass just because 
they aren’t attacking you?” ▼

AIDS advocates to protest FTAA

T his weekend, April 20-22, an 
estimated 10,000 demon¬ 
strators are expected to con¬ 
verge on Quebec City, Canada to 
protest the Summit of the Ameri¬ 
cas meeting that will bring togeth¬ 
er the heads of 34 Western Hemi¬ 
sphere nations with the exception 
of Cuba. 

Topping the agenda will be dis¬ 
cussion of the Free Trade Area of 
the Americas (FTAA) agreement 
which, if passed, would extend 
trade rules similar to those of the 
North American Free Trade 
Agreement throughout the hemi¬ 
sphere. FTAA opponents claim 
such an agreement would favor 
corporations at the expense of so¬ 
cial services, working people, and 
the environment. Canada is 
preparing for the protests by 
mounting the largest security op¬ 
eration in the country’s history.

Although the draft text of the 
FTAA agreement has not been re¬ 
leased to the public, it is expected 
that the agreement will include re¬ 
strictions limiting the production 
of low-cost generic equivalents of 
patented drugs. Advocates for 
drug access will take part in the 
protests in Quebec City, and sev¬ 
eral groups have already begun to 
hold actions calling attention to 
the issue. 

On April 12, as 20 supporters 
gathered outside, six advocates for 
AIDS drug access met with mem¬ 
bers of the Brazilian Consulate in 
downtown San Francisco. The ac¬ 
tivists - representing ACT 
UP/East Bay, Global Exchange, the 
International Forum on Global¬ 
ization, the Black Coalition on 
AIDS, and the HealthGAP Coali¬ 
tion - expressed their support for 
Brazil’s national AIDS care pro¬ 
gram. The country provides treat¬ 
ment at low or no cost for all 
Brazilians with AIDS, and has suc¬ 
ceeded in reducing AIDS deaths 
by 50 percent. Such a program is 
possible because Brazil locally 
manufactures inexpensive ver¬ 
sions of patented anti-HIV drugs, 
a practice that has pitted the 
country against global pharma¬ 
ceutical companies and the gov¬ 
ernments of developed nations in¬ 
cluding the U.S. 

Brazil currently manufactures 
generic equivalents of eight AIDS 
drugs, and has declared its inten¬ 
tion to produce more - including 
nelfinavir and efavirenz - if drug 
companies do not reduce their 
prices to affordable levels. 

Protest organizers said the ac¬ 
tion was a “positive show of sup¬ 
port” for Brazil’s success in com¬ 
bating AIDS despite legal pressure 
from U.S. trade officials and phar¬ 
maceutical companies.” The Bay 
Area delegation applauded Brazil 
“for its commitment to placing 
the health and well-being of its 
people above the economic inter¬ 
ests of outside multinational cor¬ 
porations seeking to profit from 
the AIDS pandemic.” The action 
was also a protest against Merck 
and 38 other global pharmaceuti¬ 
cal companies that are suing the 


South African government over a 
law that permits local production 
of generic drugs; the lawsuit was 
scheduled to resume on April 18. 

According to John Iversen of 
ACT UP/East Bay, who attended 
last Thursday’s meeting, the con¬ 
sulate staff members were “very 
friendly,” and came outside to 
shake the hands of demonstra¬ 
tors and thank them for their 
support. 

On the other side of the coun¬ 
try on the same day, over 500 ac¬ 
tivists held a spirited protest out¬ 
side the Washington, D.C., office 
of U.S. Trade Representative 


union members, environmental¬ 
ists, and students. While police 
sources said there was some 
“jostling” between activists and 
officers, there were no reported 
arrests or injuries. 

FTAA opponents claim that 
the agreement will increase patent 
protections and make it harder for 
poor countries to access life-sav¬ 
ing drugs. The current WTO 
trade-related aspects of intellectu¬ 
al property rights (TRIPS) agree¬ 
ment contains provisions for 
compulsory licensing and parallel 
importing, which allow poor 
countries facing a national med-

Robert Zoellick. The demonstra¬ 
tion was billed as a “going away 
party” for both activists and gov¬ 
ernment trade negotiators headed 
to Quebec. According to Paul 
Davis of ACT UP/Philadelphia, 
“We’re sending off Robert Zoel¬ 
lick and the trade negotiators with 
the understanding that there is a 
price to pay if they interfere with 
poor countries that are manufac¬ 
turing AIDS drugs.” 

Added fellow ACT UP member 
John Bell, “This trade pact threat¬ 
ens the rights of HIV-positive 
people in impoverished nations to 
obtain the medicine they need to 
survive. The health and survival of 
people in North and South Amer¬ 
ica must be put before the com¬ 
mercial interests of the pharma¬ 
ceutical industry.” 

Mirroring the coalition that 
came together to oppose a meet¬ 
ing of the World Trade Organiza¬ 
tion in November 1999, the Wash¬ 
ington, D.C. protest included 
AIDS and healthcare activists, 


ical emergency to manufacture 
generic versions of patented drugs 
or to import drugs from the 
cheapest global source. At a pre¬ 
summit meeting in Buenos Aires 
recently, the U.S. proposed ex¬ 
tending patents beyond their cur¬ 
rent 20-year life span, restricting 
the use of clinical trial data, and 
limiting compulsory licensing. 
The FTAA agreement could also 
give drug companies the right to 
sue governments that interfere 
with their ability to profit from 
patented drugs, and could pro¬ 
mote the privatization of public 
health services. 

Activists said they plan more 
protests soon against trade poli¬ 
cies that limit access to affordable 
drugs. Said ACT UP/Philadel- 
phia’s Brenda Wheeler, “Robert 
Zoellick can be certain to find 
thousands of people with AIDS 
and their allies in his face until he 
takes every possible step to protect 
poor countries efforts to increase 
access to medicine.” ▼

Daly, would limit the number of 
TIC conversions just as the city 
limits condominiums. Most TIC 
owners eventually apply for con¬ 
dominium status because TICs 
are not an ideal way to own prop¬ 
erty. Therefore, TICs in effect cre¬ 
ate a “loophole” whereby condo 
owners can occupy their property 
before it officially becomes what 
they wanted in the first place. In 
the interim, residents who lived in 
the TIC when it was a rental unit 
are immediately displaced for the 
sake of a quick profit. 

Avicolli Mecca and others 
called for Leno’s support of Daly’s 
TIC legislation because most Ellis 
Act evictions occur in buildings 
that are quickly vacated and sold 
for enormous profits, unregulated 
by the city’s current condomini¬ 
um conversion laws. Adding TICs 
to the condominium conversion 
limits would remove the incentive 
to immediately evict residents to 
make a building more marketable. 

“Because tenants are evicted 
before prospective buyers even 
walk into the place, most TIC 
owners don’t even know that 
they’re moving into a place avail¬ 
able only because someone was 
evicted,” Avicolli Mecca told the 


B.A.R. 

Leno is considered by many to 
be the swing vote on the TIC leg¬ 
islation. He told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that he would remain un¬ 
decided until all the revisions on 
the proposed bill are finalized. 

“I’m meeting with folks repre¬ 
senting all sides of the issue and 
will continue to do so,” said Leno. 
“I can tell you I think what we all 
agree on is that we want to protect 
tenants from eviction and protect 
their rights to become homeown¬ 
ers; we want to be respectful of 
small property owners, and we 
want to prohibit speculators from 
causing displacement. How we do 
that is the question.” 

There are, of course, those who 
disagree with Daly’s legislation. 
Some opponents believe that TICs 
are the only way for them to 
achieve their “dream of home 
ownership.” But TICs have their 
downside: one neighbor default¬ 
ing on his/her mortgage means it’s 
the other dwellers in the building 
who must pick up the slack. In 
short, TIC owners are not buying 
a unit; they’re buying a fraction of 
an entire building for which they 
are responsible in full. 

Other opponents are those 
who can afford the average 
$416,000 TIC unit; there is a 
prevalent message from the real 
estate industry that TICs are the 


only way to protect affordable 
housing. This message is false, ac¬ 
cording to tenant activists, who 
point to numbers from the Asso¬ 
ciation of Realtors - the same or¬ 
ganization that touts TICs as af¬ 
fordable - that show only 11 per¬ 
cent of San Franciscans can afford 
the average cost of such a home. 
But this message is also disturb¬ 
ing, said Avicolli Mecca, pointing 
out that most TICs on the market 
mean that a resident or an entire 
family has lost a home. 

“I don’t believe for a second 
that this is the only way for people 
to buy a piece of property. And if 
this is ‘the only way to own a 
home,’ then we should be fighting 
for ways to become home owners 
that do not involve evicting peo¬ 
ple,” said Avicolli Mecca. “If the 
only way for people to become 
home owners is on the backs of 
seniors and working people, then 
something is very wrong with the 
way we do housing in this city.” 

Meanwhile, an action entitled, 
“March Against Eviction Profi¬ 
teers and Global Displacement,” is 
scheduled for 4 p.m. this Friday, 
April 20. It is being sponsored by 
the Mission Anti-Displacement 
Coalition, Just Act, and the Coali¬ 
tion to Stop the Free Trade Area of 
the Americas. The march will 
begin to assemble at 3:30 at Pow¬ 
ell and Market streets. T

Gay at the Pentagon 
irks right wingers

IP 8 ar right social conservatives 
|P were apoplectic upon learning 
8 that the Bush administration 
has an openly gay person working 
in the Pentagon. The discovery first 
appeared last Tuesday, April 10, in 
the online version of Human Events 
and was repeated two days later by 
the Washington Times. 

Stephen E. Herbits is serving 
as a consultant and special assis¬ 
tant to Defense Secretary Donald 
Rumsfeld. He is screening job ap¬ 
plications to fill political posi¬ 
tions within the defense agency. 
A Pentagon spokesman con¬ 
firmed Herbits’s employment but 
in keeping with administration 
policy, said that sexual orienta¬ 
tion was irrelevant and would 
not discuss it. 

Herbits, 59, has often passed 
through the revolving door of 
government service and the pri¬ 
vate sector. His government ser¬ 
vice began when he was still a law 
student at Georgetown University 
and served on the President’s 
Commission on an All-Volunteer 
Armed Force. He also worked on 
the staff of the U.S. Senate. 

Herbits served five secretaries 
of defense, including Rumsfeld 
during his first tenure in that of¬ 
fice. He later returned to work 
with Dick Cheney, now vice pres¬ 
ident. Another Cheney assistant, 
press spokesman Pete Williams, 
was “outed” by gay activists dur¬ 
ing that' period. 

In the private sector, Herbits 
was a senior executive with the 
Seagram Company, a large multi¬ 
national alcoholic beverage firm. 
He later worked with Window 
Communications, whose parent 
company recently bought the gay 
newspapers the Washington Blade 


and its sister publication, the New 
York Blade News. 

Herbits’s community ties in¬ 
clude serving on the governing 
boards of the Gay and Lesbian Al¬ 
liance Against Defamation, the 
National Leadership Coalition on 
AIDS, and as chair of the AIDS 
Action Council. 

The conservative right was 
shocked that “a homosexual ac¬ 
tivist” should be in any position 
whatsoever, let alone such an im¬ 
portant one, within the Bush ad¬ 
ministration. 


“It appears that they [leaders of 
the Bush administration] are try¬ 
ing to become the bisexual ad¬ 
ministration. They are trying to 
have it both ways,” Robert Knight, 
of the Culture and Family Insti¬ 
tute, told the Washington Times. 

The Family Research Council’s 
resident homophobe, Robert 
Maginnis, feared that Herbits 
would screen out anti-gay candi¬ 
dates to staff the Pentagon. 

The Traditional Values Coali¬ 
tion’s Lou Sheldon said, “Herbits’s 
appointment sends a message to 
Congress that the Defense De¬ 
partment openly supports homo¬ 
sexuals in the military, despite the 
congressional ban.” 

“Obviously, the right wing feels 
that good people should be dis¬ 
qualified simply due to their sexu¬ 
al orientation,” said Joel Lawson. 
He is a public relations consultant 
with the Lawson Group who 
worked with Herbits at Window 
Communications. 

“For years, their rallying cry has 
been, ‘no special rights,”’ he said. 


“Well, their reaction to Herbits 
shows their true colors - no jobs 
for gay Americans. They are proac¬ 
tively discriminatory, on a jihad.” 

Steve Ralls, spokesman for the 
Servicemembers Legal Defense 
Network, viewed Herbits’s em¬ 
ployment as “a positive sign” from 
the administration that sexual ori¬ 
entation was not an issue in civil¬ 
ian employment with the military. 
He did not know if Herbits’s as¬ 
signment was temporary or would 
lead to a senior level position at 
the Pentagon. 


Grover Norquist, a conserva¬ 
tive leader with a libertarian bent, 
said last fall at a meeting of the 
Log Cabin Republicans of North¬ 
ern Virginia, that fear of the social 
conservatives had greatly dimin¬ 
ished within the Republican Party. 
Gary Bauer’s 2 percent of the vote 
in the New Hampshire primary 
and the collapse of Pat Buchanan’s 
independent campaign showed 
that their threat to bolt the party 
was a paper tiger. 

Rick Rosendall, vice president 
of the Gay and Lesbian Activists 
Alliance, said, “The Bush era may 
mark the end of the left’s per¬ 
ceived monopoly on gay concerns 
and solidify gays’ political status in 
a way that [President] Clinton and 
[the Human Rights Campaign’s 
Elizabeth] Birch never could.” 

Given Herbits’s close and long¬ 
standing ties to both Rumsfeld 
and Cheney, it seems likely that 
the rantings of the homophobes 
not only will be ignored, they will 
help to identify the sources as a 
hateful fringe. ▼

Summit participants upset Frank, Baldwin

Hwo vocal homophobes, the 
j§ Reverend Lou Sheldon of the 
m Traditional Values Coalition 
and former pro football player the 
Reverend Reggie White, have been 
named as participants in a con¬ 
gressional Republican faith-based 
leadership summit that will take 
place on April 24-25. House Re¬ 
publican Conference Committee 
chair Representative J.C. Watts Jr. 
(Oklahoma) made the announce¬ 
ment on April 10. 

The meeting is to “explore 
public/private partnerships and 
models of faith-based communi¬ 
ty renewal initiatives.” Similar 
meetings, organized by both par¬ 
ties as well as bipartisan issue cau¬ 
cuses, occur frequently on the 
Hill. 


The announcement prompted 
an April 16 letter to Watts from 
Representatives Barney Frank (D- 
Massachusetts) and Tammy Bald¬ 
win (D-Wisconsin). In it the pair 
outlined the anti-gay records of 
Sheldon and White and “respect¬ 
fully ask[ed Watts] to reconsider 
your decision to include in your 
advisory group people who have 
been so willing to foster hatred 
against us personally, and millions 
of others as well.” 

They acknowledged that Shel¬ 
don and White “are obviously en¬ 
titled to their opinions, and the 
First Amendment gives them a 
right to propagate them.” But the 
representatives still thought that 
“a record of bigoted attacks” 
should preclude the duo from 
being invited to the meeting. 

It was an eerie echo of argu¬ 
ments used by Sheldon and other 


social conservatives to oppose 
gays and lesbians. They maintain 
that “sinful” behavior should pre¬ 
clude gays and lesbians from ap¬ 
pointments such as that of Scott 
Evertz to head up the Office of 
National AIDS Policy. 

Frank and Baldwin also sent a 
copy of the letter to Rich Tafel, ex¬ 
ecutive director of Log Cabin Re¬ 
publicans, asking him to “join us 
in trying to persuade Representa¬ 
tive Watts to reverse this decision.” 

“The fact that I read Barney’s 
request on the Internet before I re¬ 
ceived his letter indicates to me 
that he is more interested in press 
than in resolving the issue,” said 
Tafel. “If a congressman really 
cares about something they speak 
privately with the other congress¬ 
man, they don’t issue a press re¬ 
lease.” Tafel said they would raise 
the matter with Watts. V

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Time to throw out Poz

any PWAs get Poz maga¬ 
zine in their mail. They 
don’t pay for it. Yet it just 
keeps coming every month - for 
free. Who pays for it you may 
wonder? You do, every time you 
buy HIV medicines or pay your 
health insurance premiums. Poz 
magazine is mailed to our homes 
free of charge, because drug com¬ 
panies pay to have their adver¬ 
tisements sent directly into our 
living rooms and doctor’s waiting 
rooms. The cost of such mailings 
is paid out of the excessive profits 
made from overpriced HIV 
meds. Now we are learning that 
these advertisements are poten¬ 
tially harmful because they may 
lead to unsafe sex and because 
they may encourage patients to 
demand treatments that are often 
not appropriate. But the editors 
and owners of Poz are too busy 
filling their bank accounts with 
cash to take a moment and seri¬ 
ously think about the negative ef¬ 
fects of direct to consumer HIV 
drug ads. 

It’s time to dump Poz. Many 
activists involved in HIV case 
manager training programs have 
long known the dangers of so- 
called treatment magazines 
stuffed full of drug company ad¬ 
vertisements. Many of these mag¬ 
azines and newsletters ( Poz in¬ 
cluded) only exist to display these 
ads in the first place. One must be 
highly suspect of any treatment 
advice found within their pages, 


and good case manager training 
curriculum warns PWAs not to 
take medical advice from such 
periodicals. 

Yet Poz entices us with their 
youngish cover models and 
provocative headlines. We want 
to throw it away, but we feel com¬ 
pelled to just take a peek before 
pitching it in the trash. What we 
find is the usual disappoint¬ 
ing New York-centric 
queenish, tatty writ¬ 
ing. “It’s sort of like 
Genre for AIDS,” re¬ 
marked one Survive 
AIDS member at a re¬ 
cent meeting. While 
mucking past endless HIV 
drug ads with 
their accompany¬ 
ing pages of fine 
print (warning: 
may cause death) that can only be 
read with bifocals, we find the oc¬ 
casional gem, the Poz story to tell 
us why certain idiots prefer to 
bareback as a matter of course 
and how wonderfully round and 
bubble-like Spencer Cox’s ass has 
become in recent years. If you 
find yourself quickly thumbing 
through Poz while holding it over 
a trash can - you are not alone. 
Let it fall. 

And in case you are involved 
in treatment access and real is¬ 
sues that have to do with PWAs 
and HIV-positive survival, don’t 
bother with Poz’s news reporting. 
They decide what is important. 
Of course that all has to do with 
what is “in” in New York City that 
month. Poz is like a fashion re¬ 
view, only it has attached itself to 


a terminal illness. It took them 
nearly a year to cover HIV-posi¬ 
tive organ transplantation and 
even then wrote less than 200 
words on the subject. Organ fail¬ 
ure, often aggravated by HIV 
drugs, is a leading cause of death 
among PWAs - a fact left out of 
the glamorous drug ads. Tacky 
would be a kind word to describe 
Poz. Irresponsible and complete¬ 
ly sold-out are more accurate 
descriptions. 

Poz was the strange 
media child of Sean 
Strub and AIDS. You 
may recall that Strub 
made a fortune off sell¬ 
ing gay folk’s names and 
addresses to 
corporate 
America back in 
the 1980s. Strub 
sold gay names to everyone - in¬ 
cluding the religious right. And 
Poz carries on that tradition as 
well. While you are receiving your 
free copy of Poz, you can bet that 
drug companies and countless 
other marketers are receiving 
vital research information about 
you. And then there is the Poz 
Expo. One cannot enter a Poz 
Expo unless he or she hands over 
his full name and address. The 
cost of admission is merely your 
privacy. Some turn away from the 
expo for this reason. 

But what prompted this long- 
overdue column was a recent 
USA Today article where we saw 
Poz reveal its true prostitute-like 
nature; coming to the defense of 
drug companies responsible for 
misleading HIV drug ads that de¬ 
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pict PWAs as 
healthy, sexy, 
mountain-climb¬ 
ing, horseback¬ 
riding athletes. 

In an April 6 
USA Today arti¬ 
cle, “Ads linked 
to rise in rate of 
HIV infections, 

City considers 
ban on drug 
billboards,” Poz 
publisher Brad 
Peebles an¬ 
swers the 
charge that 
HIV drug ads 
lead to unsafe 
sex: “This is 
one tiny blip 
in the con¬ 
sciousness of people choos 
ing to engage in risky behavior,” 
he said. “It’s fueled by alcoholism, 
by drugs, by the bars, by the 
phone lines and Internet cruis¬ 
ing.” The article goes on to say: 
'“Peebles says he doesn’t think 
that the ads ‘will encourage peo¬ 
ple to have unsafe sex or be more 
careless.’ The drug companies, he 
adds, “aren’t responsible for 
keeping people [HIV] negative.” 

So now a magazine publisher 
(who happens to earn lots of cash 
selling these ads) has an impor¬ 
tant idea about the epidemiology 
of AIDS and what goes on in the 
mind of persons having unsafe 
sex. With no credentials or data 
to back him up, Peebles suddenly 
knows more about such influ¬ 
ences than S.F. public health ex¬ 
perts, HIV prevention re¬ 
searchers, and others who study 
the causes of unsafe sex. Surely 
such things that pay his salary 
could not be responsible. And 
most surprising - if not shocking 
- is that Brad Peebles also knows 
that the drug companies aren’t 
responsible for keeping people 
HIV-negative. Shouldn’t such 
comments (if true or otherwise) 
be coming from the drug compa¬ 
nies themselves? Poz, which once 
spoke for people with AIDS, now 
speaks for the drug companies. 
And when it came time for Poz to 
report the breaking story about 
HIV drug ads possibly leading to 
unsafe sex? There was nothing, 
no Poz reporters calling for inter¬ 
views for a story that was covered 
by all major media outlets in the 
U.S. and internationally. 

Since he was seemingly speak¬ 
ing for the drug companies, Pee¬ 
bles might have mentioned an¬ 
other important detail: Telling 



people that an HIV-infected 
lifestyle - taking the wonderful 
HIV drugs - will be pretty and 
fun, might increase new HIV in¬ 
fections, and therefore more drug 
sales. Oh no! They couldn’t be 
doing that. Could they? 

At the recent hearing on the 
issue in S.F. City Hall, we saw no 
drug company employees willing 
to be recognized, speak out, or 
start a dialogue. Instead they ap¬ 
parently tried to disguise them¬ 
selves while lurking in the hall¬ 
way and the back of the commit¬ 
tee room. Enter A&U magazine’s 
editor, David Wagoner.

This is the price we pay for these 
ads and their revenue - being 
sold out by the likes of A&U and 
Poz. Might want to also dump 
A&U while you’re at it. Or better 
yet call Wagoner and tell him he 
sucks. 

Do people with AIDS really 
need the likes of drug company 
mouthpieces disguised as maga¬ 
zines? Many say no. 

It has been said that there is 
no such thing as a free lunch. It 
follows that there is no free Poz 
either. We are paying for Poz in 
more ways than one. Perhaps if 
we all stopped reading it and told 
them to stop sending it, Poz 
might go away. Perhaps not, be¬ 
cause we didn’t ask for it in the 
first place. ▼

contact, a doctor who works with 
the drug firms, and he thinks it 
would be in their best interest to 
sit down [with city officials] and 
he is willing to act as an interme¬ 
diary.” 

But, said Ammiano, sounding 
far less conciliatory than at the 
hearing, “if they don’t respond in 
a timely manner, the city attorney 
is ready to draft legislation ban¬ 
ning such advertisements. 

“We are definitely committed 
to going there,” Ammiano added. 
“I think this is brokerable. But the 
pharmaceutical companies are so 
autonomous and have so much 
money that if mediation fails ...” 

At the hearing the board pres¬ 
ident had said he was seeking me¬ 
diation, not litigation. 

In an ongoing effort spurred 
by recent proliferation of‘glam’ 
lifestyle HIV ads on billboards 
and city bus shelters, local health 
officials and HIV prevention ac¬ 
tivists are tackling what they see as 
sexually provocative and mislead¬ 
ing advertisements. They argue 
that the images of physically 
healthy and attractive men - some 
shown mountain climbing - be¬ 
trays the horrors of AIDS. 

Other ads have drawn fire for 
featuring handsome men, some 
“scantily clad” with bedroom eyes 
or come-hither looks. Critics say 
the ads may lull people into be¬ 
lieving AIDS is not so devastating, 
and thus promote unsafe sexual 
practices, especially for youths 
who haven’t dealt with the disease. 

At the hearing, prevention ac¬ 
tivists and health officials spelled 
out their problems with the ad¬ 
vertising. One major objection: 
young people who may get the 
message that HIV isn’t such a big 
deal. 

In a letter read to the commit¬ 
tee members. Stop AIDS Project 
board members said: “We also 
hear from men, both HIV-positive 
and -negative, who put it much 
simpler with statements such as 
‘Climbing mountains, my ass! 
Where’s the Porta-Potty?’ 

“And, perhaps the most trou¬ 
bling story we have heard oc¬ 


curred at a seminar held in March 
for people who have recently test¬ 
ed positive. Participants were dis¬ 
cussing the pharmaceutical ads 
and one 25-year-old man summa¬ 
rized the conversation by saying 
that the ads made him feel that 
getting HIV was ‘no big deal.’ He 
is now learning what it truly 
means to try and manage being 
HIV-positive.” 

The writers, board members 
Chris Cowen and Rafael Rosario, 
said they did not support an out¬ 
right ban on the advertisements in 
question, but wanted pharmaceu¬ 
tical firms to take responsibility 
for possible unintended harm to 
the community. 

Such advertising “gives the 
wrong signal to the non-infected 
or to kids,” said Rosario, who is 
HIV-positive. 

Regimen for life 

HIV drugs have improved his 
life, Rosario said, “but I still have 
to deal with neuropathy and daily 
diarrhea. This is a reality. People 
need to know: this is going to be 
your regimen for the rest of your 
life. The pharmaceutical compa¬ 
nies should address this.” 

No one from the pharmaceuti¬ 
cal industry addressed the hear¬ 
ing. 

Many speakers argued that the 
drug firms were essentially cynical 
in their appropriation of positive 
images. 

Survive AIDS’ Jeff Getty told 
the committee that he was con¬ 
cerned about the prominent ap¬ 
pearances of ads that are “sexual 
in nature” on city billboards and 
bus shelters, and raised the ques¬ 
tion of whether such images 
“could lead to unsafe sex.” 

In actuality, he said, when tak¬ 
ing powerful drugs for HIV/AIDS, 
“you get to the point where you’re 
not out climbing mountains, 
you’re not out sailing.” 

Some ads “are telling children, 
‘I’m positive, but with the drugs 
I’m going to feel more like myself 
again.’ The pharmaceutical firms 
are selling the disease with drugs,” 
he added. 

Bus stop 

Lew Lillian, general manager of 
Infinity Outdoor Advertising, 


handles advertising for San Fran¬ 
cisco’s 1,100 bus shelters, as well as 
billboards. 

“I’ll make every effort to sup¬ 
port what we do [at the hearing],” 
Lillian said. “But we should be 
cautious in talking about a ban. 
We can tell the pharmaceutical 
companies to modify their ads, to 
not make them provocative. The 
bottom line is, they cannot make 
people think they can just take a 
pill...” 

Lillian, who was en route to an 
industry meeting this week, told 
the B.A.R. on Monday that some 
industry contacts were listening, 
but some were “sort of blas£.” 

An effort to ban advertising 
would be “kind of a litigious 
thing,” Lillian said in his presenta¬ 
tion. “It would be trouble, it 
would be biting off an awful lot.” 

He said there were limits to 
how much image and content 
could be regulated. 

Infinity donates to the city 
about $1 million annually in ad¬ 
vertising space; of that about 
$225,000 goes for HIV education, 
Lillian said. His firm often donates 
space to the San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation. 

He added that a number of 
prevention warnings, “especially 
from the San Francisco health de¬ 
partment, are provocative, some 
have used a relatively sexy ap¬ 
proach.” 

Most LGBT media outlets, in¬ 
cluding the B.A.R ., rely on rev¬ 
enues from pharmaceutical adver¬ 
tising. Some of the ads being chal¬ 
lenged in the hearing also appear 
in magazines such as POZ and 
other media. Crixivan’s mountain 
climbing ad tops the Crixivan 
Web site. The drug, also called in¬ 
dinavir, is made by Merck & Co. 

A number of critics have also 
noted that outdoor advertising, 
unlike print ads, leaves little room 
for complex disclaimers and 
warnings. What there is usually is 
printed in very small type. 

Dr. Jeff Klausner, director of 
STD Prevention and Control Ser¬ 
vices for the Department of Pub¬ 
lic Health, told the hearing a pre¬ 
liminary study of 442 men showed 
that 61 percent believed that HIV 
advertisements “affect a person’s

dations that specifically protect 
the rights of transgenders in 
schools. Nobody should have to 
worry about whether they’ll 
make it out of the bathroom 
alive. 

Overall, the recommenda¬ 
tions are meant to smooth out 
the implementation process of 
AB537 so that queer students can 
come out of hiding and go back 
to getting an education like 
everyone else.

Oars sense 

Just a reminder, the Bay Blades, 
our lesbian and gay-inclusive row¬ 
ing team, is sponsoring a meet

T hirty years ago, there were 
no Gay Games, few gay 
sports teams, and no out gay 
or lesbian athletes. Yet one book 
about a gay runner and his 
lover/coach, The Front Runner, be- 
came an international hit. 

Patricia 
Nell Warren, 
author of the 
classic novel, 
has written 
another gay 
love story in 
an entirely dif¬ 
ferent sport. 

The closest 
most of us will 
get to a bull¬ 
fight is a black 
velvet painting, a I 
Hemingway novel, 
or a viewing of 1 
Jamon, Jamon. With 
even the Pamplona 
running of the bulls 
being reduced to an 
MTV “Jackass” stunt, 
the nobility of the 
centuries-old ritual 
had been lost along 
the way. 

Up until the fascist 
Franco regime, bull¬ 
fights were reduced to 
fewer events. Despite the percep¬ 
tion of blatant eroticism that sur¬ 
rounds the sport - the revealing 
costumes and the phallic symbol¬ 
ism - the rarity and pressures of 
being a gay torero make such an 


endeavor downright terrifying. 
Spanish fans may openly lust for 
their heroes, but they still deny the 
homoerotic aspects of it outside 
the arena. 

Warren uses her esteemed 
skills in both storytelling and 
fact-finding in The Wild 
Man (Wildcat Press), a 
novel about Antonio, a 
Spanish gay bullfighter. 

Torn by the Franco dicta¬ 
torship of 1960s Spain, the 
closeted torero balances his 
fame as a national hero 
and the duties of a no¬ 
bleman managing his 
family estate. 

Hidden on its land 
is an ancient shrine to 
a pagan goddess, and an early ar¬ 
tifact of Antonio’s an¬ 
cestry. In this subplot, 
Warren expands the 
goddess/earth mother 
themes of her visual 
art and lesser-known 
fantasy novels into 
pressing environ¬ 
mental concerns that 
involve Antonio’s 
battle for his home¬ 
land. 

His love affair 
with Juan, a hand¬ 
some young peasant 
gifted for healing 
animals, ties in nicely with 
these themes. Their abrupt en¬ 
counter in the middle of a post¬ 
bullfight crowd carries the sensu¬ 
al impact of Warren’s noted “run 
in the woods” scene from The 
Front Runner. 


After losing track of him, 
though, Antonio sets out to find 
the young stableman, who even¬ 
tually shows up at his country es¬ 
tate. 

Juan’s unusual gift for animal 
healing leads to his position on 
Antonio’s land 
managing the 
wildlife. This allows 
Juan and Antonio the ex¬ 
cuse to hike off and make 
love in privacy. 

A pair of potential 
arranged marriages be¬ 
tween Antonio’s twin 
sister, a jaded journal¬ 
ist, and another 
woman for the aging 
bullfighter, seem to 
provide a ring of hope in a double 
wedding of convenience. 

But the bliss of their arrange¬ 
ment is interrupted by suspicions 
and rumors spurred on by a se¬ 
cretive gang of fascists. A scene 
late in the novel, with a kidnap¬ 
ping, guns, and threats, has all the 
tension of a noir thriller. 

Blending her decades of jour¬ 
nalism with a passionate account 
of a torero’ s life makes one wonder 
if she isn’t telling a true story. 
Warren frames the whole amazing 
story around an encounter with a 
retired bullfighter she met at 
Numbers, an upscale Los Angeles 
gay hustler bar. 

Generously supplemented 
with essays about the writing of 
The Wild Man, Warren expands 
the perspective on bullfighting 
well beyond the cliche of black 
velvet paintings, offering an in- 
depth perspective on a dying sport 
steeped in blood, cruelty, and 
stubborn tradition.

G ay prisoner Robert 
Rosenkrantz could walk 
out of prison later this 
month for the first time since he 
was arrested for killing his tor¬ 
mentor in 1985. 

A bail hearing is scheduled for 
April 27 before supervising Los 
Angeles County Superior Court 
Judge Paul Gutman. The state is 
expected to vigorously fight any 
bail request. A hearing on whether 
to release Rosenkrantz permanent¬ 
ly on parole is slated for May 16. 

Rosenkrantz’s fight for free¬ 
dom has been tied up in the 
courts for two years. Gutman as¬ 
signed himself to hear the case 
after Los Angeles County Superior 
Court Judge Kathryn Ann Stoltz 
was yanked off the case by an ap¬ 
peals court. The higher court 
acted on a request from the state, 
which had argued Stoltz was bi¬ 
ased in favor of Rosenkrantz. 

Stoltz had issued several 
strongly worded rulings ordering 
Rosenkrantz’s release. Stoltz ruled 
that Rosenkrantz had been un¬ 
fairly denied parole and her opin¬ 
ion was later strongly endorsed by 
an appeals court. 

Despite Rosenkrantz’s record 
as a model prisoner, Governor 
Gray Davis and his hand-picked 
parole board have been fighting to 
keep him locked up. Davis once 
vowed to stop the parole of all

S peakers told students at the 
recent third annual national 
lesbian and gay MBA con¬ 
ference that there is increasing 
corporate enthusiasm to recruit 
and retain gay employees. 

The private sector is making 
“incredible” strides toward valu¬ 
ing lesbian and gay employees, ac¬ 
cording to John Newsome, co-or¬ 
ganizer of the gathering at the end 
of March. 

Called “Reaching Out: Lesbian 
and Gay MBA Conference 2001,” 
the forum drew speakers includ¬ 
ing Kathy Levinson, former pres¬ 
ident and COO of E*Trade; De¬ 
mocratic National Committee 
treasurer Andrew Tobias; and 
Cynthia Martin, a former Kodak 
vice president. 

“We recognize how the grow¬ 
ing confidence in our community 
comes with a responsibility to ad¬ 
vocate for greater fairness and so¬ 
cial justice,” Newsome said. 

Reaching Out was hosted by 
the Stanford Graduate School of 
Business, the Anderson School at 
the University of California, Los 
Angeles, and Thunderbird, the 
American Graduate School of In¬ 
ternational Management. 

Renee Santo, a Thunderbird 
MBA student and co-organizer of 
the conference, said, “Each speak¬ 
er’s message reflected Reaching 
Out’s theme of using professional 
clout to create change in their 
companies and society.” 

“If one message rang true 
throughout the entire confer¬ 
ence,” said Todd Henneman, an 
Anderson School MBA student 
and co-organizer, “it was that di¬ 
versity is key to business success 
today. Lesbian and gay MBAs are 
looking ahead to a future of chal¬ 
lenge and change - and they’ll be 


convicted killers. Since taking of¬ 
fice more that two years ago, he’s 
only allowed for the parole of one 
person. That was last fall, when he 
approved the release of a woman 
convicted of killing her abusive 
boyfriend in 1985. 

Rosenkrantz had just turned 
18 in 1985 when he shot and 
killed 17-year-old Steve Redman 
outside Redman’s home in Cal- 
abasas, near Malibu. A week earli¬ 
er, Redman and Rosenkrantz’s 
younger brother burst into a high 
school graduation party 
Rosenkrantz was hosting, yelling: 
“Get the fuck out of here, you fag¬ 
gots!” Redman broke 
Rosenkrantz’s nose with a flash¬ 
light and later outed him to his fa¬ 
ther. 

Rosenkrantz bought an Uzi 
and said he threatened to shoot up 
Redman’s car unless he accompa¬ 
nied him to his parents’ house to 
take back the outing. Redman re¬ 
fused. They argued and 
Rosenkrantz opened fire, shooting 
Redman 10 times. 

Rosenkrantz eventually turned 
himself in, was found guilty of 
second-degree murder and was 
sentenced to 17-years-to-life. With 
“good time” credits, he has been 
eligible for parole since 1996. 

Rosenkrantz was nearly re¬ 
leased from prison twice last fall. 
The first time his release was 
blocked by a court-ordered stay 
and the second time by a veto

• Many older men with memories of being terrorized still cringe at 
the emotional assault of being called "queer** and anticipate being 
chased down the street, followed by a physical assault that could 
mean a broken nose or even murder. 

In New York City, the Metropolitan Community Church of NY 
has caused great sadness, distress, and disbelief by using the 
guilt-producing and viciously accusatory logo stating "God made 
you Queer - MCCNY" in newspaper ads and in certain 
publications, which also announce communion services for 
"Queer African Americans" and a prayer service for "Queer 
Jewish Americans."

Mf iM igh Camp, like style, is difficult to 
-'■rjV define, but you know it when you 
ill Mr see it. One of the finest cinematic 
examples is Cobra Woman (1944), playing at 
the Castro Theatre on Monday, April 23 as 
part of the San Francisco International Film 
Festival. 

On a peaceful island, presumably some¬ 
where in the South Pacific, Kado (Sabu) en¬ 
counters a stranger, the blind and mute Hava 
(Lon Chaney, Jr.), wandering along a tropical 
path. This is the wedding day of Ramu (Jon 
Hall) and Tollea (Maria Montez), and Hava’s 
arrival is ominous. A native woman rushes to 
warn Ramu of danger, but collapses, dead. She 
has been fatally bitten by a cobra. (Tollea has 
a scar on her wrist from a similar bite, but no 
one knows how she got it.) 

Ramu discovers that Tollea has disap¬ 
peared. The man who reared her, a Scot 
named MacDonald (Moroni Olsen), explains 
that she’s been kidnapped by her people, na¬ 
tives of Cobra Island, who kill strangers arriv-

ing on their shores. Years earlier, he had bare¬ 
ly escaped from that awful island, and found 
“a wee babe” stowed on his sailboat. That 
“babe” grew up to be Tollea. 

Naturally, Ramu is determined to rescue 
his bride-to-be, and the defiant Kado goes 
along for the fun of it. Once on Cobra Island, 
Ramu sees Tollea — or someone he thinks is 
Tollea. In truth, it’s her twin sister, Nadja, High 
Priestess of the King Cobra religion. 

Our first glimpse of Nadja is of 
strolling with her ladies through tropical 
lawns, all of them walking with military pre¬ 
cision, shod in platform heels, and wearing 
various sarongs, turbans, capes, and other as¬ 
tonishing jungle drag. Looming over every¬ 
thing is the Fire Mountain, a volcano threat¬ 
ening to erupt and destroy the island. To 
cate this angry force, the High Priestess 
vides it with human sacrifices from 
seems an inexhaustible supply of people. She 
selects victims after performing a slithery

r his year’s 44th San Francisco Interna¬ 
tional Film Festival, April 19-May 3 
at various venues, is a Whitman sam¬ 
pler of queer delights. Included: a harrowing 
if darkly funny exploration of the fallout 
from the Columbian drug wars, a world- 
class photographer giving us a cook’s tour of 
life with the beautiful people, the confes¬ 
sions of a gay cannibal, a survivor’s tale, a 
Rocky Horror for our time, the perils of 
young love at the beach, a boy and some 
naughty sailors, a girls-only wrestling fed¬ 
eration, and one of the best ballet films ever 
made. 

In Our Lady of the Assassins, an openly 
gay writer, approaching 60 and feeling he 
has shot his creative wad, returns to his 
hometown to die. Because that hometown 
happens to be Medellin, home of Colum¬ 
bia’s ruthless drug gangs, Fernando (Ger¬ 
man Jaramillo) becomes a witness to 
death. Introduced by an old friend to the 
most beautiful boy in town, Fernando 
soon discovers that Alexis (Anderson 
Ballesteros) is never without a hard-on, 
a stereo turned up past the point of 
pain, and a fully-loaded pistol. When 
Fernando complains about the noise 
from the punk-rock drummer next 
door, Alexis shoots the guy quite dead. 
When Fernando explains that civiliza¬ 
tion is the barrier between bad 
thoughts and bad deeds, Alexis flashes 
an uncomprehending smile. Alexis is 
just one of an angry army of street 
kids, each packing heat, and each ex¬ 


pecting to die himself in the city’s never-end¬ 
ing street-corner turf wars. 

Surprisingly, Our Lady is not at all grim or 
melodramatic in its depiction of this adoles¬ 
cent bloodbath. Shooting in deep-focus digi¬ 
tal video one jump ahead of Medellin’s real- 
life carnage, Oscar-nominated director Bar- 
bet Schroeder instills the film with touches of 
black humor. When a lying politician comes 
on the tube, Alexis kills the TV; when Fernan¬ 
do can no longer bear Alexis’ boombox disco, 
he drops it off the balcony with the offhand 
quip, “Did I kill anybody?” The film’s sympa¬ 
thetic portrayal of ongoing pederasty makes 
perfect sense in a world where almost noth¬ 
ing else does. Schroeder gets vivid perfor¬ 
mances from two young non-actors (Balles¬ 
teros and Juan David Restrepo), and the vet¬ 
eran director gives the film’s morally complex 
ending a great spin. (Castro, 4/21) 

In Chop Suey, photographer Bruce Weber’s 
goulash-like tribute to the beautiful amateur 
wrestler Peter Johnson, is Johnson the beef in 
the stew? While Chop Suey lacks even the 
slight bow to narrative storytelling found in 
Weber’s earlier films Broken Noses and Lets 
Get Lost, Weber is telling a kind of bedtime 
story to Johnson, recapitulating the history of 
art photography and the often gay-identified 
male icons of beauty in whose shoes Johnson 
is treading. Weber also indulges a lifetime fas¬ 
cination with the bad and the beautiful: the 
very gay song-stylist Frances Faye, and the 
master of droopy-lidded bedroom eyes, 
Robert Mitchum.

M mores Perros, the gritty and 
gripping film portrait of 
jHi three lives in Mexico City 
now playing in SF, has stirred up a 
lot of controversy in a very short 
time. First-time director Alejan¬ 
dro Gonzalez Inarritu’s pic¬ 
ture, a nominee for the 
foreign-film Oscar, has a 
plot that hinges on the 
barbaric practice of 
dogfighting for fun and 
profit. Teenager Oc¬ 
tavio (Gael Garcia 
Bernal) dreams of 
running away with 
his brother’s wife, 
and raises funds 
for his plans by 
fighting his pet rot¬ 
tweiler. 

“A disclaimer pops [up] at the 
start of the movie to soothe con¬ 
cerns about animal safety,” ac¬ 
cording to last week’s SF Comi- 
caTs somewhat incoherent review. 
“It’s a warning that viewers will 
rely on in each of the film’s three 
acts.” 


Of course, in San Francisco, 
the high media profile of “the dog 
case” has already assured that the 
sordid world of Presa Canarios 
raised to attack, and the loath¬ 
some couples who love them — 
and adopt white supremacist psy¬ 
chos to boot — is already in the 
public eye.

WWII, AmEx 
sold tourism as 
an extension of 
the Marshall 
Plan, and the 
US military 
gave AmEx 
their banking 
business and 
sightseeing 
business for 
US service¬ 
men and 


women on 
leave. “The South of France, 
where AmEx set up its first exclu¬ 
sively military offices, was redes¬ 
ignated the ‘United States Riviera 
Recreation Area.’” 

Goldstone also shows how 
“the emergence of large-scale sex 
tourism coincided with the estab¬ 
lishment of ‘rest and recreation’ 
facilities for American GIs during 
World War II, the Korean War, 
and the Vietnam War.” She makes 
a “direct linkage between [’60s 
Sec. of Defense] Robert McNa¬ 
mara, the World Bank, and the 
globalization of the sex biz.” Mc¬ 
Namara was in charge when the 
“US military signed an R&R con¬ 
tract with Thailand in 1967” and 
sex businesses “sprang up like 
mushrooms.” Later, as president 
of the World Bank, McNamara 
urged on Thailand “an all-out ef¬ 
fort to attract rich foreigners to 
the country’s various tourist facil¬ 
ities.” Glad to hear the World 
Bank is on top of things. T 


The Humane Society of the 
US, the nation’s largest animal 
protection organization, has is¬ 
sued a press statement saying that 
they were completely assured that 
no animals were harmed in the 
making of the movie.

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Chilling in the Cold War 

'Chess' in concert at New Conservatory

|f% hess came down the 

H „ megamusical pipeline 
from London that had al¬ 
ready delivered Cats, Les Miser- 
ables, and The Phantom of the 
Opera. But a story built around 
a chess match is just not a mega¬ 
musical at heart, and on Broad¬ 
way, critics recoiled at the 
overblown spectacle that had 
once seemed a sure commercial 
bet. 

But stripping it of almost 
all frills also strips away much 
of what made it seem preten¬ 
tious, exploitative, and even 
inane. The New Conservatory 
Theatre Center’s In Concert 
series is offering a handsome 
and compact version of the 
musical that had the bad tim¬ 
ing of a being a Cold War 
melodrama just as the Cold 
War players were chilling out. 

Of course, a strong piece of 
material could survive the 
march of history, and not even 
the smartly staged and per¬ 
formed production at New Con¬ 
servatory can make a case that 
Chess is bracing theater. The 
music by Benny Andersson and 
Bjorn Ulvaeus has little of the 
syncho-pop catchiness of their 
work for ABBA; instead, it lum¬ 
bers through a series of inter¬ 
changeable ballads with mushy 
lyrics by Tim Rice, with the odd 


novelty song thrown in. 

The book was heavily revised 
from the successful London pro¬ 
duction to acknowledge the 
changing political realities of the 
late ’80s, but not even the es¬ 
timable playwright Richard Nel¬ 
son ( Goodnight Children Every¬ 
where) could find a way out of 
the spy vs. spy silliness that over¬ 
whelms what is essentially an in¬ 
timate story. 

This is the story of a Soviet 
chess champion and the ugly 
American who is looking to un¬ 
seat him, as their governments 
pull out the dirty tricks to make 
sure the right side wins. Sliding 
between the sides is a woman 
who once had an affair with the 
American for whom she now 
works — at least until she locks 
lips with the kindly Russian. 

Director George Quick’s 
streamlined production mini¬ 
mizes what could be a ponder¬ 
ous political fable, and his 
imaginative use of the enforced 
simplicity creates an organic 
look for the show that never 
seems undernourished. The 
sound is full, too, thanks to 
Dave Dobrusky’s muscular 
work at the keyboard synthe¬ 
sizer. 

Quick has assembled a cast 
that displays impressive strength 
throughout its ranks. Alexander 
Brose has a convincing rock-star 
petulance as the preening Amer¬ 
ican chess player, while Noel 


Disco duck 

'Saturday Night Fever'

P eople like to go to the the¬ 
ater. The problem is, a lot of 
if them just don’t like the the¬ 
ater — as in thee-ah-tuh. And so, 
to provide something that is live 
but also comfortably connected to 
more accessible entertainment 
forms, we wind up with products 
like Saturday Night Fever. 

But unlike its more successful 
cousin Mamma Mia!, which was a 
pure confection, the Saturday Night 
folks had to take a stab at suggesting 
the film’s grittier story, from which 
the disco scenes provided a respite for 
both the characters and the audience. 
In the post-Broadway stage version at 
the Orpheum Theatre, a comic-book 
version of the story has become 
something to give the performers a 
chance to catch their breath between 
aerobic-style dance numbers. 

Though its Bee Gees score be¬ 
came synonymous with the 1977 
movie, Saturday Night Fever was 
not really a musical. The charac¬ 
ters didn’t break into song, and 
the dancing always had a realistic 
context. In its stage incarnation, 
the book has been molded to 
provide suggestions of logical 
lead-ins for the songs that have 
been distributed among the char¬ 
acters. In Mamma Mia!, we could 
laugh at these straining efforts. 
Here, we’re supposed to take 
them seriously. 

The show is at its best when it 
shuts up and just lets the cast work 
itself into a sweat. The steps pro¬ 
vided by director-choreographer 
Arlene Phillips aren’t anything you 
haven’t seen before — think the 
Solid Gold dancers — but when 


insistently performed by a stageful 
of dancers, they do have an impact. 

As for the indelible print of John 
Travolta on the role of Tony 
Manero, the choice has been to em¬ 
brace it rather than fight it. Richard 
H. Blake looks a bit like the younger 
Travolta, and he manages Travolta’s 
vocal inflections without quite 
crossing the line into caricature. But 
while Travolta had the benefit of 
camera tricks, cuts, and retakes to 
pull off his dance routines, his stage 
counterpart must offer the real 
thing. Blake pulls it off. 

The handsome actor also has a 
skill and stage presence that not all 
of his onstage associates possess. 
As the two women in his life, 
Aileen Quinn handles the role of 
the desperate Annette better than 
Jeanine Meyers in her ridiculous 
characterization of the social¬ 
climbing Stephanie. 

This is not a particularly hand¬ 
some production, which uses 
wrinkled road-company drop- 
cloths for its sets to save up for the 
relative flash of the disco scenes. 
When the disco floor started flash¬ 
ing, the audience cheered. 

Those who were really there 
when disco ruled are moving into 
middle age, which of course is a 
prime demographic for theatergo¬ 
ers. There is nothing wrong with a 
satisfying nostalgia trip, but Satur¬ 
day Night Fever doesn’t know 
whether to make a joke of itself or 
to reproduce the spirit of the 
movie.

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Snapshots from the revolution 


Staged life of Tina Modotti opens at Brava 


by Richard Dodds 


T ina Modotti packed an in¬ 
credible amount of life 
into her 46 years, and play¬ 
wright Ellen Gavin is trying to 
capture as much of it as possible 
in her new play about the cele¬ 
brated photographer and revolu¬ 
tionary. 

“It’s gigantic,” Gavin 
said of the scope of 
Apertura Modotti, open¬ 
ing this week at the 
Brava Theatre Center. 

“It’s done as a series of 
snapshots, so each scene 
is meant to have its own 
composition, its own 
flavor. So it goes 
from San Francisco 
to Los Angeles to 
Mexico to Germany 
to Spain to the Soviet Union and 
back to Mexico.” 

Gavin first became aware of 
Modotti in the early ’80s, when 
she saw an exhibition of Modot- 
ti’s works. “And then I went to a 
panel that Galeria de la Raza or¬ 
ganized, with some of the old 
communist agitators, and they 
had a big flaming fight about 
whether Tina was assassinated by 
her lover or not. So that was in¬ 
teresting. And Amy Mueller, a 
dear friend who is directing the 
play and is a founder of Brava, 
gave me a book about Tina in 
1987. So it’s been awhile.” 

Modotti is best known as a 


student and lover of the leg¬ 
endary photographer Edward 
Weston, but her life encompasses 
considerably more than that as¬ 
sociation. Born in Italy in 1896, 
Modotti arrived in San Francisco 
in 1913, where she became a star 
of local Italian theater. By 1920, 
she was part of the Los Angeles 
bohemian scene that brought her 
into contact with Weston. She 
would eventually 
abandon photography 
for politics, in the 
Mexican Revolution, 
the Spanish Civil War, 
and Stalinist intrigue. 

The men in her life 
were also a fascinating 
bunch. In addition to 
Weston, there was 
Cuban revolution¬ 
ary Julio Antonio 
Mella, who was as¬ 
sassinated as they were out walk¬ 
ing in Mexico City, and Commu¬ 
nist hit man Vittorio Vidali, who 
some believe murdered her. 

“She was someone willing to 
take lovers as she saw fit,” Gavin 
said. “When she starts, she’s kind 
of a tease, the one who’s breaking 
hearts, and by the end, Vidali was 
very untrue to her.” 

The Brava production is high¬ 
ly visual, Gavin said, using a new 
computer video projection sys¬ 
tem that can fill the stage with 
images — including examples of 
Modotti’s photographic work. 

“It was her decision to put 
down the camera, but when you

see the body of work she pro¬ 
duced over just seven or eight 
years, they’re such beautiful, ex¬ 
ceptional photographs,” Gavin 
said. “But she felt she was more 
useful as an organizer than an 
artist.” 

It’s an issue to which Gavin 
can easily relate. “In my life, I’ve 
been very political,” she said. “I’ve 
done work around Nicaragua 
and El Salvador. And I sometimes 
think my organizing work is 
more valuable and developed 
than my work as an artist. The 
whole term ‘artist’ is very middle- 
class in this culture.” 

Gavin was a student activist at

' Queer' at ODC Theater 


by Mark Mardon 


rilliance characterized 

ip | every facet of Erling Wold’s 

fz I Queer on opening night 
(April 11) at ODC Theater in the 
Mission. From conception 
through execution, the chamber 
opera based on the William Bur¬ 
roughs novel more than did jus¬ 
tice to Burroughs’ spirit. It rekin¬ 
dled that spirit vividly for the au¬ 
dience, a sophisticated crowd that 
paid rapt attention to every nu¬ 
ance of inflection and expression 
from orchestra and actors alike. 

Truly the night belonged to 
composer Wold, whose latest 
work follows previous chamber 
operas A Little Girl Dreams of Tak¬ 
ing the Veil (1993-94) and Sub 
Pontio Pilato (1995-98) and a host 
of recordings, chamber pieces, 
and New Music-style electronic 
experiments. The concept of turn¬ 
ing a classic of queer literature 
into a post-postmodern chamber 
piece, complete with on-stage or¬ 
chestra and what amounts to a 
singing William Burroughs, dares 
to be taken seriously. In lesser 
hands, it could have turned Bur¬ 
roughs’ dry humor and desperate 
longings into farce. But the com¬ 
bined talents of Wold, stage direc¬ 
tor Jim Cave, dramaturgist John 
Morace, conductor Deirdre Mc¬ 
Clure, choreographer Cid Pearl- 
man, lighting designer Clyde 
Sheets, and costume designer 
Hank Ford, together with a stellar 
cast, orchestra, and crew, skillfully 
brought life to Wold’s idea, turn¬ 
ing Queer into an exceptionally 
well-rehearsed, well-executed, in¬ 
spiring work of high art. 

Wold’s composition for trum¬ 
pet, guitar, piano, synthesizer, vi¬ 
olin and contrabass, flawlessly ex¬ 
ecuted by an orchestra including 
Wold on guitar, creates an atmos¬ 
pheric, classically-based sound- 
scape reminiscent of works by 
Philip Glass, David Del Tredici, 
and Ned Rorem; aptly, the Village 
Voice once described Wold as “the 
Eric Satie of Berkeley surreal¬ 
ist/minimalist electro-artrock.” 
Here, minimalism and melody go 
hand in hand, with lovely pas¬ 
sages, including suggestions of 
Mexican mariachi music, offset by 
sections more mood-setting than 
melodic. The various passages co¬ 
here into a gorgeous tapestry, as 
intricate as any woven textile. 

Trauma a joy 

Part of Queer's appeal is its 
marriage of modern music with a 
text dear to the hearts of queer 
literati. It would have been easy to |

parody Burroughs using his own 
words. Fortunately, the caustical¬ 
ly funny Burroughs temperament 
came across dazzlingly in the 
characterization of William Lee, 
Burroughs’ alter ego, by Trauma 
Flintstone, who turned in a bravu¬ 
ra performance. Flintstone was a 
joy to experience as Lee, singing 
passages and tearing across the 
stage in hot pursuit of his love ob¬ 
ject. At times, he soared in touch¬ 
ing, elegant arias — usually just 
after he’d downed a drink or two, 
or tried to get his hands down 
Allerton’s pants and been rejected 
yet again. 

Not only did Flintstone exhib¬ 
it rich vocal qualities and a prodi¬ 
gious feat of memory — he sang 
practically the entire libretto, ex¬ 
pertly pieced together from the 
text of the novel — he convinc¬ 
ingly personified the novel’s pro¬ 
tagonist. He did this not by imi¬ 
tating Burroughs’ style, but by 
channeling the writer’s corrosive 
spirit with seeming effortlessness. 
Flintstone is a natural for the part, 
with lanky body, balding head, 
growly voice, and an apparently 
innate ability to tell fanciful yarns, 
illustrated with expansive hand 
gestures and quirky facial tics. 

Flintstone brought natural 
charm to the role, an easiness in 
body language, a measured pace, 
and motivation. His comfortable 
stage presence allowed him real 
interactions with his fellow 
actor/singers. Hints of music-the¬ 
ater training emerged in his vocal 
style, suggesting a potential for af¬ 
fectation and exaggeration, yet 
Flintstone nailed the operatic 
form, grounding his performance 
in the meaning of the text, rather 
than letting fly simply for the sake 
of melody. 

Shane Kramer ably carried off 
the challenge of serving as Lee’s 
next page ►

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Here and now 

'Night Waltz' at the Roxie Cinema 


by Michael McDonagh 


T he American writer Paul 
Bowles (1910-1999) had two 
lives, one as a writer and one 
as a composer. Most people dis¬ 
cover him first through the writ¬ 
ing and then through the music, 
and that’s the route I took. Story 
collections like The Delicate Prey 
(1950) were stark but also memo¬ 
rable, and the travel book he 
wrote with his wife Jane, Their 
Heads Are Green and Their Hands 
Are Blue (1963), was really charm¬ 
ing. I also found his poems, which 
his friend Gertrude Stein disliked, 
well-wrought and remarkably 
self-contained. That quality is 
abundantly present in Owsley 
Brown’s new film Night Waltz: The 
Music of Paul Bowles, which is get¬ 
ting a one-week run at the Roxie 
starting April 20. 

The writer-composer is defi¬ 
nitely the star of this award-win¬ 
ning documentary. But Brown’s 
picture, his first, wisely avoids the 
cliches of the form. There are no 
wall-to-wall talking heads ex¬ 
plaining, when we really should be 
looking and listening. Bowles’ 
music, after all, is largely un¬ 
known, and a talking-heads ap¬ 
proach wouldn’t let the audience 
discover it. A visual point of view 
was obviously necessary, but what 
kind? 

Brown, whom I talked with at 
an Italian cafe on Union Street, 
wrestled long and hard with this 


problem. “I wanted to include as 
much music as possible,” he said, 
“but also needed images which 
would make the listening experi¬ 
ence meaningful. So I presented 
the idea to Paul Bowles, and he 
said, ‘If I agree to participate, I’m 
gonna have some conditions,’ and 
one of these was that his music 
would never be paired with any 
competing audio, and would need 
appropriate visual accompani¬ 
ment, and that was left open. But 
he thought something that would 
be inappropriate would be having 
his music paired up with images 
of blowing sands in the Sahara.” 

Bowles lived in Tangier, Mo¬ 
rocco from 1947 until his death, 
and he was famous for his stories 
set there. But his musical style was 
formed by his early experience in 
New York. He was born in Ja¬ 
maica, Queens, and wrote scores 
for plays by Tennessee Williams, 
Lillian Heilman, and others, influ¬ 
enced by his encounters with 
French music by composers like 
Satie, the Paris resident Stravinsky, 
and his teachers Aaron Copland 
and Virgil Thomson. Jazz and the 
American popular song had a big 
effect, too. 

Island life 

All these experiences inspired 
Bowles. So Brown chose to visual¬ 
ize his pieces with music se¬ 
quences which function like “little 
islands in the film.” And nobody, 
not even the composer, talks over 
them. The director enlisted San 


Francisco-based experimental 
filmmaker Nathaniel (Nick) 
Dorsky as one of his five cine¬ 
matographers and as his editor. 
Dorsky’s sequences reference loca¬ 
tions central to Bowles: Oaxaca 
(Mexico), Paris and Tangier. 
Brown also needed to show the 
composer’s New York, but wasn’t 
sure if shooting it 50 years after 
Bowles lived there would work. 
Dorsky came to the rescue by sug¬ 
gesting his friend Rudy Burck- 
hardt (1914-1999), who was the 
subject of a recent retrospective at 
NYU’s Grey Art Gallery. “Rudy 
simply gave me footage with all 
the rights but no fee — I paid 
nothing — and said, ‘Do with 
them what you please.’” 

Three of Burckhardt’s amaz¬ 
ingly fluid shorts, Under the 
Bridge (1953), The Climate of 
New York (1948), and Up and 
Down the Waterfront (1946), ap¬ 
pear in Night Waltz. Burck¬ 
hardt’s images are so artless they 
seem artful, and they’re a perfect 
match for the piquant har¬ 
monies and odd rhythms of 
Bowles’ Sonata for Oboe and 
Clarinet (1930-31). Fifteen other 
pieces, in whole or in part, are 
also included. 

Dorsky’s own contributions 
have a similar independence of 
spirit, and his style is equally un¬ 
conventional. Familiar things sur¬ 
prise — trees in blossom; old 
women, glimpsed through 
branches, taking their walks in a 
Paris park. “I find his footage very

beautiful,” Brown said, “and what 
struck me immediately was that it 
had so much heart — you really 
feel a connection with the people 
you’re looking at. And that’s the 
experience I think that Bowles had 
when he first went to Paris and 
Walked nonstop and just soaked it 
in. Nick has to make editorial de¬ 
cisions based on the here and 
now, and he wanted there to be as 
direct an experience as possible 


between the audience and the 
screen.” 

Night Waltz achieves that goal. 
It feels personal, too. Or maybe I 
should say intelligent and person¬ 
al, which is no mean thing in our 
gotta-run age. T

mostly unresponsive love object, 
Eugene Allerton, a young man of 
sullen good looks and aloof (not 
to mention alcoholic and heroin- 
addicted) behavior. At first, 
Kramer seemed an odd choice for 
the part, being perhaps older and 
more rugged in appearance than 
the novel suggests Allerton to be. 
Rather than a corrupt, pretty kid, 
Kramer embodied the character of 
a jaded young tough, sullen in the 
way Brad Davis was as the 
sailor/sex object in Querelle. Yet 
Kramer pulled it off well, keeping 
himself aloof but never wooden. 
His sexuality was palpable, and 
you could understand why Lee 
obsessed over him. 

Lending weight and powerful 
vocals to various character parts 
was Ken Berry, his acting and 
singing abilities indispensable to 
the overall tone and success of the 
piece. This is Berry’s second pro¬ 
duction with Wold, after playing 
the father in Wold’s A Little Girl 
Dreams of Taking the Veil. 

Dance play 

Dancers doubling as characters 
— the lovely Stacey Em Jackson, 
Zenon Barron, and Norberto Mar¬ 


tinez — popped in and out of the 
scenes gracefully, artfully merging 
dance and drama. At one moment, 
they served as foils to Lee’s lusty 
imagination; the next, they were cre¬ 
ating evocative tableaux on the deep, 
beautifully-lit stage. The set, with 
benches, tables, and bar at the front 
of the stage, and an alluring bed to¬ 
ward the rear, allowed much space 
for the dancers, and choreographer 
Cid Pearlman made great use of the 
openings. Barron and Martinez 
paired off frequently in sensuous 
danceplay that formed a backdrop 
to Lee and Allerton’s goings-on. Es¬ 
pecially in the show’s second act, to¬ 
gether with Jackson, they infused the 
production with a sexy perfume of 
teasing, come-hither looks and slow- 
motion seductions. 

Queer, the chamber opera, con¬ 
veys the story of a queer American 
bum South of the Border in the 
1940s as artfully as Queer, the 
novel. One might have expected a 
musical version of the book to in¬ 
corporate grunge rock, jazz, blues, 
or tango — but a chamber opera? 
It works, and that’s all the encour¬ 
agement anyone should need to 
check out an instant classic. ▼

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Homage to Henry 

Michael Nava on completing his Rios series

T he arrival of a new Henry 
Rios mystery typically re¬ 
sults in unmixed readerly 
delight. The latest in the series, 
Rag and Bone (Putnam, $24.95), is 
as fine as any of the extraordinary 
novels that have come before. But 
the latest, alas, is also the last, and 
the end of this astonishingly rich 
and well-written series is a loss to 
all of us who live and love to read. 
Over the past 15 years, from The 
Little Death (Alyson, 1986) and 
Goldenboy (Alyson, 1988) through 
How Town (Ballantine, 1990), The 
Hidden Law (Ballantine, 1992), 
The Death of Friends (Putnam, 
1996), and The Burning Plain 
(Putnam, 1997), 

Michael 
Nava not 
only raised 
the bar for 
what we can 
expect from 
the mystery 
genre, he set 
greater ex¬ 
pectations for 
fiction-writ¬ 
ing in general, 
and gay fiction 
in particular. 

I don’t 
know exactly 
why the char¬ 
acter created 
and developed 
by Nava speaks 
to me so pro¬ 
foundly. Perhaps 
it has to do with 
Henry’s in¬ 
sightful explo¬ 
ration into 
what it means 
to be gay, his 
willingness to 
decry the ex¬ 
cesses of our 
communi¬ 
ties, even as 
he relishes 
his place 
within 
them. Over 
the course 
of the se¬ 
ries, Nava 
traces the 
history of 
gay life in 
America 
through the 
lives of 
memorable 
characters. 

From 

Henry’s great 
passion. Josh, 
who teaches 
Henry about 
love, to Bob 
Travis in The 
Burning Plain, 
who is “some¬ 
one for whom 
coming out had 
been so trau¬ 
matic he expect¬ 
ed to be reward¬ 
ed for it,” Nava 
examines the va¬ 
rieties of the 
queer experience with intelligence 
and humor. 

Rag and Bone is perhaps the 
happiest of the seven novels. Our 
hero, a criminal defense attorney, 
is just finishing his pleading be¬ 
fore the Court of Appeal when he 
keels over from a heart attack. 
With his own mortality staring 
him in the face, Henry has to 
make some life decisions. His doc¬ 


tor tells him, “I can give you a reg¬ 
imen to keep you alive. I can’t give 
you a reason for living.” Henry 
also has to solve a murder, rescue 
a nephew he didn’t know he had, 
and maybe, fall in love. If there 
had to be a last Henry Rios novel, 
Rag and Bone is the best possible 
finale to this remarkable se¬ 
ries. 

Deborah Peifer: 

Can you tell me a 
little about why you 
started writing 
mysteries? 

Michael Nava: 

I didn’t get inter¬ 
ested in writing fiction until I was 
in my mid-20s. Before then, I’d 
studied and 
written only 
poetry. Then I 
went to law 
school, and the 
muse depart¬ 
ed. So I began 
writing prose. 
At the time, I 
had read 
Joseph 
Hansen’s 
Brandstetter 
books and I 
was very 
taken with 
them, be¬ 
cause his 
protagonist 
was a gay 
man who 
lived in the 
larger 
world, had 
a profes¬ 
sion he was 
good at, 
and was not 
a doomed 
queen or a 
sexual com¬ 
pulsive like 
the protago¬ 
nists of so 
many gay 
novels of that 
time, but a de¬ 
cent, sincere 
human being. I 
was not a 
doomed queen 
or sexual com¬ 
pulsive either, I 
was an earnest 
law student 
whose homo¬ 
sexuality was, 
if not inciden¬ 
tal, at least not 
the main 
course. I 
wanted to 
write a book 
with a char¬ 
acter like 
Brandstetter, 
so I ended 
up writing a 
mystery. It 
was a total 
lark, by the 
way. I was¬ 
n’t writing 
to get pub¬ 
lished, and 
it took me 
four years to finish it, because I 
was otherwise occupied with hav¬ 
ing a life. That went by the way- 
side as soon as I became a more- 
or-less professional writer. 

Henry Rios is a gay man, and so 
are you. Do you think of yourself 
as a gay writer? Do you write gay 
books? Is there any good reason 
to make those distinctions? 

Well, there’s the category of 


“gay writer” in life and in the pub¬ 
lishing industry, and I cop to the 
first but not the second. I am a gay 
man who has written about the 
experience of being homosexual 
in this culture, but I have always 
tried to write about it so that it has 
a larger resonance, and peo¬ 
ple who were not ho¬ 
mosexual might 
find some point of 
identification. I’ve 
always written about 
the experience of being 
Mexican-Ameri- 
can, of being a 
lawyer, and of 
being a recover¬ 
ing alcoholic, so again I’m not a 
navel-gazing kind of gay writer. I 
try to connect with the larger 
world. 

The publishing industry’s cate¬ 
gory is, however, a ghetto — any¬ 
one who writes about homosexu¬ 
ality is a “gay writer” whose work 
could not be of any interest to 
anyone not gay, and that, unfortu¬ 
nately, is how most of us are mar¬ 
keted. 

You've decided to stop the Henry 
Rios series at seven books. Had 
you planned to write only seven? 

Nope, I never had a plan. I 
meant to stop with The Burning 
Plain, but I didn’t want to leave Rios 
in such a bad spot as the one he oc¬ 
cupied at the end of that book. I’ve 
been fortunate that with every book 
I’ve learned something more about 
writing fiction, so I think each is

better than the last, at least in terms 
of technical mastery. But mysteries 
are formulaic, and there does come 
a point when the writer stops learn¬ 
ing and begins to repeat himself 
with diminishing returns. I did not 
want that to happen. 

What's next for you as a writer? 

Is there a new nonfiction book on 
the road ahead? A new novel? 

Eight books in 16 years [Nava 
also wrote Created Equal: Why 
Gay Rights Matter to America with 
Robert Dawidoff (St. Martin’s, 


1994) and edited Finale (Alyson, 
1989)] plus full-time law practice 
and attempting to have a person¬ 
al life has pretty much worn me 
out. I’m taking a long vacation 
from writing, but I know eventu¬ 
ally I’ll drift back to my computer. 
It’s in the blood. T

dance for King Cobra, during 
which worshipers raise a hand to 
their foreheads and twist it in im¬ 
itation of the snake’s writhing — 
the Cobra Salute! 

Volcano trash 

Hava, who, it turns out, is not 
blind and not evil (but is mute), 
takes Ramu to meet the island’s 
aging Queen (Mary Nash). She 
explains that Tollea and Nadja are 
her twin granddaughters; Tollea is 
the older and by right the High 
Priestess, but she nearly died when 
bitten by King Cobra as an infant, 
and was hidden on-board Mac¬ 
Donald’s boat to escape the island. 
Understandably stunned, Ramu 
asks why they have brought her 
back. Because Nadja has become a 
tyrant, despotically demanding 
ever-increasing amounts of gold 
and throwing more people into 
the volcano. The Queen wants 
Tollea to depose her sister and be¬ 
come High Priestess. 

The unfolding plot provides 
many highlights. Montez, as 
Nadja, is hot for the beefy Ramu, 
who still thinks she’s Tollea. Says 
Nadja, “The eyes of love are sharp, 
but they can be deceived. The lips, 
never.” Later, when the Queen or¬ 
ders Nadja to abdicate in favor of 
her sister, explaining about their 
separation at birth, Nadja refuses, 
dismissing the story as “a wild 
dream of her decaying brain!” The 
confrontation between Tollea and 
Nadja is deliriously surreal, as the 
good sister tells her twin to “Give 
me that Cobra jewel!” Nadja’s sec¬ 
ond in command, the equally evil 
and rapacious Martok (Edgar 
Barrier), realizes too late that Tol¬ 
lea has donned the High Priestess’

tress could not bring such convic¬ 
tion to the part. Her remarkably 
inept dancing is supremely confi¬ 
dent. Ignoring considerable evi¬ 
dence to the contrary, she poses 
like the greatest of femme fatales. 
As Nadja, she silences opposition 
with an imperious, “I have spo¬ 
ken!” Seldom has a star inhabited 
her own world with such serene 
and oblivious abandon. 

The rest of the cosmopolitan 
cast is almost as remarkable as 
Montez, a native of the Domini¬ 
can Republic. The thickset Hall 
takes all the goings-on quite seri¬ 
ously, blending his American ac¬ 
cent with her Spanish one. The 
ever cheerful Sabu, born in India, 
adds his pidgin English to the mix 
(“I are coming!”), which is further 


later made some decent films ( The 
Dark Mirror with Olivia de Havil- 
land, and The Killers with Burt 
Lancaster and Ava Gardner, both 
1946), ignores logic but keeps the 
action moving. Richard Brooks, 
who would direct and adapt Cat 
on a Hot Tin Roof (1958), Elmer 
Gantry (1960), and Sweet Bird of 
Youth (1962), was co-author, 
along with the obscure Gene 
Lewis. He slips in a few anti-fascist 
barbs. Vera West designed the 
mad costumes, which have never 
been equaled for variety and 
cheesy incongruity. All of them 
must have known they were mak¬ 
ing a demented classic. Fortunate¬ 
ly, they didn’t communicate that 
to the actors.

South park 

At the end of Southern Com¬ 
fort, we hear the words, “Nature 
delights in diversity. Why don’t 
human beings?” By this time, we 
already know the heartbreaking 
answer. We first meet Robert Eads 
driving his pickup through the 
backwoods of Georgia, puffing on 
a pipe while joking about getting a 
recent invitation to join the local 
version of the Klan. “I imagine 
there would be quite a scene if I 
walked into a meeting and dis¬ 
closed who I really am.” Who Eads 
really is infuses this moving and 
nicely restrained portrait of a new 
kind of family headed up by a new 
kind of man. Eads, a 52-year-old 
female-to-male transsexual, is suf¬ 
fering from terminal ovarian can¬ 
cer, the result of a botched opera¬ 
tion. He plays his last year before 
filmmaker Kate Davis’ videocam¬ 
era. A loving and remarkably 
good-humored man, Eads loves 
his male-to-female partner, Lola 
Cola; his female-to-male son, 
Max; his two biological sons; and 
his 3-year-old grandson, who, he 
says, is the only person on Earth 
who sees him as he is now rather 
than who he was. 

Davis manages to dramatize the 
battles transgendered people face, 
especially with the medical profes¬ 
sion. Several doctors refused Eads 
treatment on the grounds that it 
might upset their other patients. 
Max complains bitterly that the 
doctors performing reconstructive 
surgery deliberately avoid making 
new body parts look and feel like 
the real thing. The film gets its title 
not from the drink, but from the 
annual meeting of transgendered 
Southerners that in the end be¬ 
comes Eads’ reason for living. Davis 
tactfully captures painful splits 
within the transgendered commu¬ 
nity. An FTM delegate, feeling shut 
out of the meeting’s inner councils, 
complains, “It really hurts when the 
only people in the world who 
should know you don’t fully un¬ 
derstand.” (Kabuki, 4/27-28) 

A botched operation is the in¬ 
citing incident for a very differ¬ 
ent look at a transgendered pro¬ 
tagonist. Hedwig and the Angry 
Inch plays like a Fassbinder-di¬ 
rected update of The Rocky Hor¬ 
ror Picture Show. The German- 
born Hedwig (director John 
Cameron Mitchell, reprising his 
off-Broadway role) was born on 
the wrong side of the Wall. Se¬ 
duced by a smooth-talking 
American Army sergeant, Hed¬ 
wig gets the crudest cut of all, re¬ 
sulting in the angry inch that 
propels him into the nether¬ 
world of punk/neo-glam rock. 
Hedwig’s “love child,” a pouty 
rocker named Tommy, steals his 
heart, his songs and the spot¬ 
light. Hedwig’s best moments are 
the Angry Inch Band’s efforts to 
shadow Tommy’s stadium con¬ 
certs by appearing in a third-rate 
national chain of seafood restau¬ 
rants. Intense closeups, a pound¬ 
ing but literate rock score, and 
surrealistic renderings of scenes 
that could only be imagined on 
stage give Hedwig some crowd¬ 
pleasing zest while subtracting 
from some of the pathos of the 
theatre piece. (Castro, 4/21) 

Beach cruise 

A first-time French feature pro¬ 
vides a slightly more traditional date 
night at the movies. Come Undone 
(Presque Rien) is the story of Math- 
ieu (Jeremie Elkaim), a recent high- 
school graduate whose summer at 
the beach is interrupted by the heavy 
cruise of Cedric (Stephane Rideau),

a flamboyantly out boy who, unlike 
Mathieu, is not college-bound. At 
first, all is well with young love as 
Cedric draws Mathieu out of his 
shell (if not his closet) and away 
from the orbit of his mostly female 
and somewhat screwed-up family. 
But, in a narrative that artfully flash¬ 
es back and forward, Mathieu starts 
to develop cold feet as his beachboy 
lover displays a reckless disregard for 
safety and propriety. A nicely han¬ 
dled twist ending leaves some hope 
in a love story that is both complex 
and delightfully explicit. (Kabuki, 
4/25-26-27) 

Anybody going to Keep the River 
on Your Right: A Modern Cannibal 
Tale to see anything about canni¬ 
bals is going to be severely disap¬ 
pointed. Anybody wishing to see 
the makings of a fascinating post¬ 
modern celebrity, however, will 
have a lot to chew on. When he first 
left New York in the ’50s for an an¬ 
thropological trip into mostly un¬ 
explored parts of Peru, Tobias 
Schneebaum was the classic ugly 
| duckling of a gay man: he had lost 


interest in his first love, painting, 
and was having little luck in replac¬ 
ing it with more carnal pleasures. 
Schneebaum’s trip to Peru and later 
expedition to New Guinea put both 
him and the tribes he cohabited 
with on the map. The slight whiff 
of scandal did him no harm on the 
talk-show circuit. In the film he 
notes dryly, “It was easier to talk 
about cannibalism than homosex¬ 
uality.” Two of the film’s best mo¬ 
ments are depicting the worst of 
Charlie Rose and the best of Nor¬ 
man Mailer (a Greenwich Village 
neighbor whom Schneebaum 
called to dispose of a dead mouse). 

Filmmakers David and Laurie 
Green Shapiro build suspense 
about Schneebaum’s reluctance to 
return to his old digs and old loves 
in both Latin America and In¬ 
donesia. Witty fun is had also at 
the expense of such “primitive 
cultures” as Nathan’s Famous in 
Coney Island and the world of 
luxury cruiseships where the el¬ 
derly Schneebaum talks for his 
supper. (Kabuki, 4/25-26)

In the flesh 

'Shooting Porn' at Victoria Theatre

T urning movies into stage 
shows is nothing new. But 
I’m not sure anyone be¬ 
fore Ronnie Larsen has taken a 
film documentary, cast it with 
actors to impersonate the real 
people, and then put it on a 
stage. That’s what he’s done with 
Shooting Porn, which is now an 
in-the-flesh fictionalized facsim¬ 
ile of his documentary of the 
same name. 

This conversion ranks pretty 
high on the list of ideas that didn’t 
demand realization. But that’s not 
to say the production of Shooting 
Pom at the Victoria Theatre is not 
without its amusing moments. 
Most of them are provided by 
Larsen himself, who has cast him¬ 
self as real-life porn director Chi 
Chi LaRue, and who is far funnier 


as LaRue than LaRue was in the 
documentary. 

The stage version, however, is 
definitely less erotic than was its 
screen cousin. Actually, with its 
intentional deconstruction of 
fantasy, the movie version wasn’t 
all that titillating. But you still 
had hardcore action even as it 
was being shown to be more 
work than play. The sex, of 
course, is simulated on stage, and 
whatever libidinal qualities it 
might have had are negated for 
comic effect. 

Real-life porn stars Blake 
Harper and Jason Branch play fic¬ 
tionalized versions of a different 
set of real-life porn stars who 
shared their secrets in the movie 
version. Here, their bitchiness and 
eye-rolling queeniness is empha¬ 
sized to the extent that the occa¬ 
sional glimpses of their big cocks 
can provoke only small response. 


J.T. Sloan is featured as himself, at 
least in name, to represent the 
gay-for-pay element in gay porn 
and to perform a so-so strip. 
Gabriel Macen completes the cast 
in multiple roles. 

Larsen has proven his ability to 
create funny dialogue and situa¬ 
tions in plays like Ten Naked Men 
and Making Porn, and he has lay¬ 
ered a sitcom veneer onto many of 
the scenes to help counter the 
clunkiness of the dry informa¬ 
tional moments. The ample actor- 
director-playwright has also given 
himself a horrifyingly hilarious 
scene that involves drag, Jennifer 
Holliday, and a bucket of Ken¬ 
tucky Fried Chicken. ▼

Lackluster fortnight 


Waiting for MTT at Davies Hall 


Temirkanov was left with 
Prokofiev’s Symphony No. 7 to 
make a final impression, but as 
much as I admire that other vic¬ 
tim of Soviet philistinism, the Sev¬ 
enth is not his strongest essay in 
the genre, and the concert re¬ 
mained earthbound. 

Glennie park 

Thank heaven for the appear¬ 
ance of Evelyn Glennie last week. 
Waiting for Helmuth Rilling to 
conduct Haydn’s glorious The 
Creation April 18-21 and MTT to 
return on April 25 with pianist 
Jean-Yves Thibaudet was made 
less tiresome by Glennie’s theatri¬ 
cal virtuosity. 

Making her SFS debut in grand 
style, Glennie made a feast of fel¬ 
low Scots composer James 
MacMillan’s remarkable Veni, veni 
Emmanuel, the percussion con¬ 
certo he wrote for her in 1992. 

Due to her well-publicized 
hearing impairment, Glennie per¬ 
forms in her bare feet, “feeling” 
her fellow musicians, but that 
doesn’t distract much from her 
awesome technical assurance. 
Padding resolutely amongst her 
battery of instruments, she seems 
quite regal and fascinating in her 
intensity. 

The use of colored stage light¬ 
ing to heighten the effect of the 
music might disturb some concert 
purists, but Kronos Quartet has 
been doing it for years, and no one 
questions their artistry. Glennie is 
certainly an artist of the same cal¬ 
iber. 

Whatever one might think 
about MacMillan’s razzle-dazzle 
score, there is no doubting the cu¬ 
mulative impact. Watching Glen¬ 
nie as she pounded, caressed and 
solemnly sounded some 40 in¬ 
struments made all the uproar in¬ 
telligible. The magical conclusion 
— all the members of the orches¬ 
tra ringing their own small bells 
while the soloist slowly approach¬ 
es the impressive tubular bells at 
the back of the stage — is a true 
coup de theatre. The resonance of 
those columns is still echoing in 
my head. 

Guest conductor Lawrence 
Foster had to take a secondary role 
with such a lustrous soloist, but he 
made a good if not splendid 
showing in Schumann’s Sympho¬ 
ny No. 4 in D minor. The orches¬ 
tra responded nicely to his con¬ 
trolled and richly textured ap¬ 
proach, but the final movement 
didn’t impress until the last mea¬ 
sures. This was just icing after 
Glennie’s appearance anyway. Fos¬ 
ter had also thrown in for good 
measure Enescu’s Prelude a Vunis- 
son and Menuet lent from the 
lovely Suite No. 1 in C major for 
Orchestra, but it failed to make 
much of a mark. 

For the time being, that is until 
MTT phones home, get some rest 
and enjoy The Creation. It is a fab¬ 
ulous work, but it is also long. 
Helmuth Rilling is an early music 
specialist, and he is being joined 
by some estimable vocal soloists

such luminaries as cellist 
Mstislav Rostropovich, 

Tretyakov has failed to establish 
a star career. 

It’s a big world out there, filled 
with many such talented but un¬ 
exciting instrumentalists. Perhaps 
it is unfair to gauge Tretyakov by 
one performance. He simply 
should have chosen a different 
piece. The Sibelius Violin Concer¬ 
to is such a well-known and loved 
score, a performer must have 
something to say to make a dif¬ 
ference, or at least have the tech¬ 
nique to dazzle us. This soloist 
merely gave a credible 
run-through. 

Tretyakov’s phrasing seemed 
blurry throughout, and only in 
the desolate opening pages of the 
magnificent central section did he 
seem to be remotely in tune with 
the composer’s beautiful inspira¬ 
tion. The fireworks of the finale, 
were negotiated without calamity, 
but orchestra and soloist could 
not make it to the conclusion 
completely in synch. Of course, 
there were some in the audience 
who rose to their feet, but most 
listeners could only respond with 
polite applause. 

Conductor Temirkanov 
opened the concert with Georgy 
Sviridov’s Small Triptych from 
1964, and it was the only memo¬ 
rable event of the night. Compos¬ 
ing under a totalitarian regime 
made a neurotic mess of Dimitri 
Shostakovich, but he managed to 
write an amazing array of deeply 
moving music. Sviridov is a less¬ 
er-known entity, though 
Shostakovich himself gave him 
high praise. About some of his 
songs he said, “There are few notes 
and much music.” 

The Small Triptych certainly 
fits that description. Three short 
movements give the orchestra a 
real chance to shine, and 
Temirkanov milked the score for 
all it was worth. Unfortunately, 
that didn’t amount to a great deal. 
The score didn’t scare the Soviet 
critics for good reason, since the 
language is resolutely conserva¬ 
tive. We can enjoy the piece as a 
concise and pleasing orchestral 
study, but it doesn’t linger in the 
mind. Sviridov is reportedly a 
much better writer for vocalists.

F our weeks without 
Michael Tilson Thomas on 
the podium at Davies Hall 
is beginning to feel a lot longer. 
The past fortnight has been a de¬ 
cidedly mixed bag of small plea¬ 
sures and ennui. The San Fran¬ 
cisco Symphony debut of Scot¬ 
tish percussionist Evelyn Glennie 
almost saved the day, but two 
lackluster guest conductors made 
it impossible not to long for 
Fearless Leader. 

The return of conductor Yuri 
Temirkanov seemed especially 
disappointing. He has led the or¬ 
chestra many times since his 
debut here in 1975, but he was 
saddled with a second-rate guest 
artist, and his own repertoire 
choices were merely diverting. 

Russian violinist Victor 
Tretyakov has his credentials in 
order, having won First Prize at 
the Third International 
Tchaikovsky Competition, hard 
on the heels of taking the top 
prize in the All-Union Compe¬ 
tition in Moscow. But that was 
over 30 years ago, and though 
he continues to associate with

Grey gardens 

What's up at the galleries

P assionate” is the word that 
Max Cole uses to describe 
the self-determination that 
motivates her meticulously tidy 
paintings. It is not a word that 
springs automatically to mind 
when viewing non-objective 
works painted in straight, hori¬ 
zontal lines with different shades 
of gray, black and earth tones. But 
upon closer inspection, the lus¬ 
ciousness of the contrast between 
the luster of a slate gray, for in¬ 
stance, and the depth of a matte 
black becomes evident, as do the 
tiny cross-hatched brushstrokes 
that configure many of the hori¬ 
zontal lines in her work. The 
modest Cole has worked steadily 
in a similar mode for over 30 
years. Her latest work can be 
viewed in a handsome installation 
at Haines Gallery (49 Geary St.) 
until May 12. The beautiful, exot¬ 
ic contact prints of San Francisco 
photographer Linda Connor, 
made by sun-exposure in South¬ 
east Asian locals, fill the back 
room at Haines, their lush black- 
and-white tones complementing 
Cole’s paintings quite nicely. 

Also at 49 Geary, at Toomey 
Tourell Fine Art, the sensuous 
paintings of Vivienne Koorland 
are installed, salon-style, with a 
Beat Generation kind of funkiness 
that screams out, “Read me!” 
Cryptic phrases and words on 
strips of canvas are glued to other 
canvases, or to panels, or to the 
backs of old frames in a hodge¬ 
podge of cut-out bits of newspa¬ 
per and thickly applied earth col¬ 
ors. Through April 30. 

Down the hall, the Fraenkel 
Gallery is showing (until April 
28) the self-portraits of Chuck 
Close, which opened with much 
hoopla last month when the artist 
was present. Just when you 
thought there was nothing new to 
be seen in the work of an artist 
who has enjoyed retrospectives at 
major museums worldwide, here 
is Close, the master of the photo¬ 
realist portrait in its many bro- 
ken-down-into-pixilated-compo- 
nents guises, offering up his own 
image in a daguerreotype! The 
hologram self-portraits in the 
same gallery also give one pause. 

A downright bizarre collection 
of paintings by Rosalia Banet at 


Catharine Clark Gallery (49 Geary, 
until April 21) could be called The 
Dickheads, but is in fact called 
Wedding Day. In the time-honored 
tradition of the surrealists, no ex¬ 
planation is offered for the trans¬ 
formation of an ordinary couple 
(“Sin Titulo, N° 77, Penes comien- 
do,” 2000), depicted in acrylic 
paint on a tiny canvas, seated with 
coffee cups at a linen-covered 
table, with the tips of penises pro¬ 
truding from the collars where 
their human heads should be. 
Jerome Caja would be proud. 

Defurred 

South of Market at Space 743, 
Jann Nunn, who teaches sculpture 
at Sonoma State, has installed a 
variation on her previous show at 
the same gallery, which featured a 
roomful of surprisingly cheerful 
statements written on feminine 
hygiene pads. In As She Seems, 
Nunn has taken her preferred 
medium another step, installing 
disconcertingly dignified bronze 
castings of the inscribed Kotex. 
Other works in bronze and steel 
use rust as a remarkably effective 
and beautiful medium on stained 
fabric. But the clincher here is a 
videotape in which the deadpan 
artist patiently and seriously 
shaves the hair off her own fur 
coat until it is reduced to hide. The 
punchline is the title at the end of 
the video. (743 Harrison St.) 

Across town at the SFMOMA 
Rental Gallery, whose exhibitions of 
local artists change monthly, check 
out the current grouping of works 
by James Gouldthorpe, Margaret 
Michel, and Michael S. Moore. 
Moore’s calm horizontal land¬ 
scapes, which look out onto the Bay 
through the gallery’s large win¬ 
dows, are complemented by 
Gouldthorpe’s energetically ren¬ 
dered multiple installation of 
everyday objects (school bus, 
bunny, gun) arranged on the en¬ 
trance wall like a checkerboard. The 
juxtaposition of the many small 
paintings allows viewers to com¬ 
pose their own narrative, but the 
subject is in fact the artist’s homage 
to his childhood memories of his 
grandfather’s farm. Next to 
Gouldthorpe’s introspective paint¬ 
ings, Michel’s amazing Franken- 
chair stumbles blindly through the 
gallery, lurching toward the view¬ 
ers! (Fort Mason Center, Building 
A, through April 27).▼
